Letters on the Holocaust 


NEWTON CENTRE — The Newton South High 
School Enrichment Program will present a series 
| of programs to commemorate Holocaust 
Memorial Week April 8-15. The offerings of this 
week-long program are part of an historic record 
underlining the ‘hazards of indifference and 
silence,’ according to Enrichment Program 
coordinator Phyllis Monderer. 

“The events of a generation past must be 
reviewed to help toda youth understand the 
implications of rising, blatant and current anti- 
Semitism and racism,’’ Monderer said last week. 

“The most important lesson to be learned from 
a Holocaust observance,”’ she added, ‘‘is that a 
repetition must be avoided at all cost.” 

The following are three letters from Enrich- 
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ment Program students outlining their thoughts 
about the meaning of the Holocaust and why such 
a program should be presented.

One half of the Jewish population of Europe 
was destroyed ir n of five years during the 
Holocaust. Yes, this has been said hundreds of 
times, but no, it hasn’t been said enough. 

My parents lived in Europe during the 
Holocaust and three of my grandparents lost 
brothers and sisters, so the Holocaust is very real 
tome. 

But there are other people for whom it is not so 
real. Some people in this country and elsewhere 
have dared to suggest that the Holocaust never 
took place. I known those people are probably 
beyond reach. But there are others, a very large 
number, who accept the existence of the 
Holocaust, but only as a remote, meaningless 
piece of history. 

It is those people who we need to reach. 

The series of Holocaust programs being held at 
Newton South High School in April will present a 
different viewpoint, a different aspect of what 
happened. 

We believe that for most people there exists at 
least one type of program that will make them 
think: “This happened. I care about it. It has 
meaning for me.”” 

Only if we get people to care can we try to make 
sure that something like the Holocaust will never 
happen again.

Four decades ago when my parents were young 
millions of people were slaughtered in an un- 
precedented manner. 

They were herded into prison camps for the 
sole purpose of extermination, either by work, 
experimentation or execution, Others who 
escaped the camps were burned alive, tortured to 
death or simply shot down in cold blood. 

Murder on this scale and with this brutality had 
never been seen before. 

But the Nazis set a precedent. Now one has only 
to look at the history books to learn the art of effi- 
cient genocide, Anyone with a few books, a 
grudge and a slightly unbalanced mind can start 
a movement based on Nazi-like methods, 


Given the current increase of racial and anti- 
Semitic violence, we must be more wary than 
ever. Soon, all those who experienced the Nazis’ 
atrocities firsthand will be dead, and the painful 
memories will fade. But those memories are a 
major part of what stands in the way of racist 
groups gaining political power. 


My generation is decades removed from the 
Holocaust. It’s something we learn in history 
along with the American Revolution and the Civil 
War. We must work to remember that it was 
within our parents’ lifetimes. 


By studying the Holocaust we can bring home 
the horrors, and bring young people to the 
realization that it must not happen again. 

For decades the very word ‘‘Nazi"’ struck fear 
in the hearts of all. Now young people read pro- 
paganda from the American Nazi Party and join 
up, not realizing that they are repeating a pattern 
which started in the Bavaria of the 1920s. 

“Those who forget the past are condemned to 
repeat it."’

pay raise

NEWTON — Citing ancial constraints” 
faced by the city, M heodore D. Mann last 
week vetoed a pay r for his office which was 
almost unanimously approved by the Board of 
Aldermen two weeks ago. 

The pay hike approved by the aldermen would 
bring the mayor's salary in the next term to 
$58,000 from $37,500, beginning in January, 1986. 
Annual salary adjustments tied to half of the Con- 
sumer Price Index were also dictated by the new 
ordinance. 

Mann suggested the 1986 base salary be 
lowered to $55,000 and said that figure better 
reflected ‘‘cost containment” efforts now being 
made by his administration. He added that a 
salary of $55,000 would be ‘‘more consistent with 
the demands of the office.” 

The mayor further suggested that increases in 
the salary be made on a biannual basis. 

“At the present tine, I am reluctant to support 
an order that would provide for automatic cost- 
of-living raises due to the financial conditions 
which now exist and which will, in my judge- 
ment, continue to exist for some years in the 
future’ Mann said. ‘While I believe that the 
Board of Aldermen has faithfully responded to 
the necessary wage adjustment, I am confident 
that the salary which I an recommending is 
reasonable and sufficient to attract qualified per- 
sons to seek the office of mayor,” he concluded.

Police check uncovered event 


NEWTON CENTRE — It was not ex- 
actly a case of police unmasking a 
suspect on April Fool’s Day since there 
were really no suspects and certainly no 
masks. But offic finally got to the 
bottom of things after responding to 
repeated complaints of a man and a 
woman, disrobed, in the window of a 
Commonwealth Avenue art gallery, 

John Kasbohm, owner of the Newton 
Centre gallery Atelier 564, kept a 
humorous outlook when Newton police 
walked into the opening night festivities 
of the exhibit * ptica’’ to find profes- 
sional models ‘‘Emile’’ and ‘Queen 
Anne” in the buff 

“They had apparently gotten a huge 


number of calls,’ from passersby, 
Kasbohm said, about the unplanned 
visibility of the nude models through the 
front window of the gallery, “I think 
they sent everybody,”’ he added, ‘The 
police all piled into the cars once they 
realized it wasn’t an April Fool's joke.” 

The models were posing for a life 
drawing session during the opening, 
which was followed by some 200 visitors 
discussing works on display while en- 
joying wine and cheese, he said, 

One person attending the opening jok- 
ingly urged an officer to inspect the 
modelling scene, Kasbohm noted, but 
the officer shied away saying “I can't 
look, I'm a married man,” 


The models took the arrival of the in- 
vestigating officers in stride, 

“They didn’t even flinch when the 
police walked in," Kasbohm said, 
“They didn't even change position.”” 

Police officers at the scene notified 
Kasbohm of the high visibility of the 
models from outside and he quickly 
complied with a request to have the pair 
put on clothes, 

The unplanned excitement prompted 
the gallery owner to begin planning for 
a similar event next year but he said he 
would take precautions to guard against 
the type of exposure which highlighted 
Friday night. He also said he planned no 
specific invitation to the Newton police, 


Salvador oppression hits home

NEWTON Reports of repression 
and violence against teachers in El 
Salvador have prompted the Newton 
Teachers’ Association (NTA) to join 
other U.S. teacher organizations in fii 
ing letters of protest with American and 
Salvadoran officials, 

In Newton a letter of protest is being 
sent to “‘appropriate"’ officials after a 
vole by the NTA executive committee. 
The NTA is encouraging individual 
teachers to write as well. 

Reports of torture, arrest, detention 
and the suspicious deaths and disap 
pearances of leachers in FE] Salvador 
were the subject of a recent feature arti- 
cle in the National Education Associa- 
tion (NEA) newsletter. The story mov 
ed the NTA leadership. 

When we hear about someone in 
another country who does not have the 
opportunity to practice their profession, 


it makes us fearful for them, but par- 
ticularly thankful that we have an op- 
portunity to do our jobs her said 
Kathie Carpenter, public relations 
chairperson for the NTA 


Teachers in 1 Salvador are being 
placed “in danger’ when they speak out 
on “injustices they see’ in their coun- 
try, Carpenter said. There was even 
some fear of retaliation against more 
teachers in EB! Salvador as the result of 
letters of protest, she added 

According to the article, an in- 
vestigation by an organization 
representing teacher groups worldwide 
into the arrest of 23 teachers and five 
board members of El Salyador's na- 
tional teachers’ union led to a disturbing 
response from E] Salvador's represen: 
tatives to the United Nations. 

The NEA article said these represen- 
talives were questioned about the im- 
prisonment of the teachers and were 
told ‘that a group of terrorists had been 


seized,” 

The teachers had been charged with 
subversion, including membership in an 
illega) political organization and plans 
to sabotage a national! holiday by put- 
ling up posters. 

“In fact,” the NEA article States, 
“ANDES (the teachers organization of 
£1 Salvador) was guilty of sponsoring a 
newspaper advertisement calling for 
better pay, health benefits, and controls 
on the prices of essential goods and ser- 
vices."’ 


The NTA letter states that the 

teachers’ association in Newton 
‘abhors the repressive attacks on 
teachers and the violations of the 
human rights of educators in El 
Salvador.” 

“We urge you (both U.S. and EI 
Salvador Officials) to make all efforts 
ne ary to insure these persons 
(teachers) safety in their homeland,” 
the NTA letter said

Mann cuts trash details; 


school budget trimmed —

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann last week recommended a 
budget of some $88.3 million which 
he said was designed to maintain ci- 
ty services while avoiding the ‘‘slow 
fiscal strangulation” threatened by 
growing needs and_ shrinking 
revenues 

Elimination of residential trash 
collection by city workers and cuts 
in the proposed school budget were 
the most obvious stabs at cost- 
cutting in the $88, ,900 fiscal 1984 
budget which, Mann said, will pro- 
duce ‘‘a modest inc! ” in the tax 
levy: 

Mann, in presenting his proposed 
budget to the Board of Aldermen, 
said hiring a private contractor to 
pick up trash will save the city as 
much as $500,000 in the coming 
fiscal year. He told the board the 
move to cut out the city’s sanitation 
division was “clearly in the best in- 
terests of the taxpayers of the city, 
but it has been a very difficult deci- 
sion to make since it involves the 
potential lay-off of approximately 
30 employee: 

He added that, ‘‘to mitigate the 
need for resulting lay-offs,’’ he was 
submitting to the aldermen an ap- 
propriation request for an early 
retirement incentive program he 
hoped would ‘“‘avoid unnecessary 
pain and suffering by potentially af- 
fected employees.” 

To further mitigate the shock of 
potential lay-offs, the mayor said he 
intended to insure that ‘‘all willing 
and able city employees" are given 
first preference for hiring by the 
private trash collector who will be 
awarded the contract. 

He also said a portion of any Com 
munity Development Block Grant 
funds allocated to Newton as part of 
a recent federal jobs bill would be 
considered for additional 
maintenance projects in the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 

The School Department budget, 
already approved by the School 
Committee, suffered a cut of more 
than $750,000 by the time the mayor 
presented it to the aldermen. Mann 
said his version of the school budget 
represented an actual increase of

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nearly $2 million, 5.3 percent, ove! 
the previous year. 

He said that savings of nearly $1 
million realized from declining 
enrollment and the closing of War- 
ren Junior High School had to be 
figured in when considering the 
growth of the school budget. In light 
of these savings he said, ‘‘Any 
dollar amount comparison of the 
School Department's FY 1983 
budget and the FY 1984 budget 
which I am submitting 1s 
misleading.” 

Without figuring in the savings, 
“the superficial appearance is of an 
increase of only $313,200, or eight- 
tenths of one-percent,’’ Mann said 

“When the $1.7 in non-committed 
funds are taken into account, the ac- 
tual growth of the budget approved 
by the School Committee on March 
23 equals $2,767,249, or 7.4 percent,” 
the mayor said. 

Members of the School Commit- 
tee failed to see the logic behind the 
mayor’s figuring. 

“It’s a good example of how 
figures can be manipulated,”’ ac- 
cording to Nancy Mann, chairper- 
son of the committee. 

She said her only recourse to the 
proposed cut would be ‘‘to persuade 
the board to persuade the mayor to 
make different allocations.”” She 
said she thought the mayor's 
predictions on revenues the city 
would receive in the coming year, 
other than property tax revenues, 
were ‘unnecessarily conser- 
vative.”” 

The School Committee chairman 
said all her colleagues shared the 
mayor's vision of financial disaster 
in five years, given the limitations 
of Proposition but she added 
that it was ‘‘not acceptable.” 

She predicted, ‘‘In two years, 

ry city and town will be seeking 
an aiiendment to Proposition 242,” 
adding, ‘‘We’ll all just have to hang 
on until then.”’ 

The mayor made it very clear 
that, if School Committee members 
felt Proposition 2% posed such a 
threat to the quality of education in 
the near future, “they have an 
obligation to bring the question of 
overriding Proposition 2% to a 
referendum now. If that’s how it 
must be, let it begin now. This is Ar- 
mageddon.””

Veteran Alderman 
Robert Tennant commented, “Of 
the many city budgets I’ve seen 
this is the most direct and the most 
straightforward way to tell the peo 
ple, ‘If you don’t have the money 
you can’t spend it.””’ 

President Emeritus Wendell 
Bauckman echoed Tennant’s sen 
timents when said, ‘It might be un: 
popular with some people, but it’s a 
gutsy report to the city of what has 
to be done.”” 

Alderman Richard McGrath con 
centrated on the elimination of in: 
house trash collection in the new 
budget. Of the potential loss of some 
30 jobs, McGrath said, ‘I knew the 
crunch would come and eventually 
he would have found a reason to let 
them go.” 

McGrath said he was concerned 
whether the trash contract would be 
re-bid or rewarded to the company 





~ SCA, which was chosen last Fall. 


The mayor held out a little hope tc 
aldermen when he said he was 
working on new ways to increa 
revenues to the city. He mentioned 
an increase in state aid, a possible 
decrease in the amount the city 
pays to Middlesex County and the 
possiblity of legislation that would 
allow the city to set its own tax on 
hotels and motels. 

The Board of Aldermen has 45 
days to act on the requested $88 
million appropriation.

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Cable tower 
bid is toppled 
by aldermen

NEWTON The benefits which 
vould come from allowing Con- 
inental Cablevision to extend its 
ower in Upper Falls from 60 to 150 
eet have been weighed against the 
inknown dangers of microwaves 
ind found lacking by the alder- 
nanic Land Use Committee 

Only Aldermen Carol Ann Shea 
ind Matthew Jefferson voted in 
avor of the extension of the tower. 
shairman Terry Morris, along with 
Aldermen Dominic Taglienti, Ethel 


Sheehan, Bruce Carmichael and 
ynthia Creem opposed it 
The committee's 5 to 2 recom- 


nendation goes to the full Board of 
Aldermen for a final vote Monday 

Michael Musen, representing the 
sable company, told the committee 
the extension was necessary to im- 
prove TV and FM radio reception, 
to pick up a popular New York chan- 
nel and to allow for hooking up with 
other communities in the future 

More than 700 residents from all 
over the city joined in a petition sup- 
porting the extension recently, ac- 
cording to Musen 

More than 400 residents of Upper 
Falls signed a petition opposing the 
cable company’s plan, according to 
neighborhood activist Brian Yates, 
“Smaller is better,” Yates said. 


Representatives of the School 
Committee and Action for 
Children's Television (ACT) 


registered their approval of com- 
pany’s proposal at a public hearing 
on the matter two weeks ago. 
Speaking against the petition, 
committee member Ethel Sheehan 
said she was fearful of the yet 
unknown dangers of microwaves, 
which, in high concentrations, have 
been alleged to be carcinogenic. 





She compared the lack of scien- 
tific da on the dangers of 
microwaves to the situation that led 
decades ago to such wide-spread 
use of asbestos, now known to cause 
cancer. ‘Asbestos was the greatest 
thing going for years,’ she said. 











“Eventually, it became a 
blem.”" 

Along the same lines as Sheehan, 
Upper Falls Alderman Michael 
Malec said, ‘‘No one disputes the 
quality of cable service. But, do we 
need a whole lot more, and at what 
price?’ 

He added, ‘‘New technologies are 
coming up almost weekly” that 
might solve Continental's logistical 
problems without the dangers of 
microwaves. 

Committee member Bruce Car- 
michael commented that the argu- 
ment that Continental's tower 
would have no negative visual im- 
pact for Upper Falls residents 
because of its being surrounded by 
taller towers was unconvincing to 
him. “I guess if I had three warts on 
my hand I would consider the 
smallest one to be more attractive 
than the other two,” he said. 

Pointing to the signature on the 
Continental petition advocating ex- 
tending the tower, Carmichael said, 
‘One person who signed the petition 
was so enthusiastic he signed it 
three times.” 

Taglienti described the area in 
which the Continental tower is 
located as ‘‘a farm of towers.”’ He 
said it was a mistake ever to let the 
area be developed in such a way 
“They were shafted in Upper Falls, 
and they’re going to get shafted 
again," he predicted 

Jefferson commented that, if 
microwaves turn out to be like 
asbestos, ‘‘I suppose we'll all have 
to accept the blame. But I feel this 
particular antenna, put in this par- 
ticular spot at this particular time is 
not disadvantageous to the 
neighborhood.”” 

After the committee’s recommen- 
dation against Continental's peti- 
tion, Musen said it “put permanent 
limitations on what we can do for 
Newton." He said the company 
would ‘‘continue to do the best we 
can" with the equipment available. 

He admitted he was “bitter’’ 
about the vote and added, ‘“‘I sort of 
feel we've been given the runaround 
by the Board of Aldermen.”

Mayor's cuts stun school heads

NEWTON School officials, 
stunned by Mayor Theodore Mann’s 
cut last week of $750,000 from the 
School Committee's recommended 
budget warned the ‘‘quality of 
education in the city will suffer’ 
unless the aldermen reject the 
mayor's proposal. 

“Anybody who cares about educa- 
tion better get on the phone and the 
typewriter,’ School Committee 
member Marcia Mitchell said in an 
interview Thursday. 

Superintendent John Strand said 
he we very disappointed” by the 
mayor's cut 

“It’s a tight budget,”’ Strand said 
of the $40.2 million package approv- 
ed by the School Committee, ‘tand 
any reductions we make will affect 
the quality of what we do in some 


















he mayor has argued the school 
budget ine would actually be 
about 5.3 percent if the savings from 
declining enrollment and the War- 
ren Junior High closing were sub- 
tracted from the current year's 
budget. 

Strand said the mayor’s basis for 
cutting “doesn’t give the schools 
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of other 
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any incentive to look for savings.” 

For every dollar that we find to 
save in the school system, some of 
that has got to be available for 
education,” Strand said, “That's 
only fair.”” 

Committee member Mitchell call 
ed the mayor’s cut “extreme.” 

‘I think it is perfectly clear that 
the quality of education in the:city is 
going to suffer,’ she said, if the 
mayor's cut becomes reality for the 
schools. 

The mayor unveiled an $88,330,900 
overall budget for the city before 
the Board of Aldermen Wednesday 
night. Exercising his new powers 
under a Leominster court decision, 
the mayor cut the school budget 
before submitting it to aldermen. 

Aldermen, who are in their third 
year of review of the school budget 
since the schools lost fiscal 
autonomy, are powerless to restore 
funds to the budget. Aldermen can 
reject, accept or further cut the 
school budget. 

The mayor has encouraged 
aldermen to vote resolutions for 
areas of the school budget which 
aldermen find underfunded. ‘‘T 











The 
hard part,” according to Alderman 
Verne Vance, is that aldermen must 
also identify a source of funding for 
each resolution.

Alderman Verne Vance said he 
would seek to bring the school 
budget back to the 2.2 percent in- 
crease approved by the School Com- 
mittee. 

Vance said he was ‘‘very impres 
ed” with new Superintendent John 
Strand. The new initiatives propos- 
ed by Strand will improve services 
in the schools, Vance said. 

If aldermen cannot find funds to 
add back to the school budget, 
Vance said he would ‘consider 
override’’ of Proposition 2

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The mayor's budget message 


(The following is the text of Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann's speech last week when he presented his 
proposed budget for the city for fiscal year 1984.) 


Since the enactment of the original tax cap 
legislation in 1979 and the subsequent passage of 
Proposition 2% in November, 1980, the annual 
preparation of the city budget has presented us 
with an increasingly difficult set of management 
challenges. h year the challenge has been 
met and we have been able to continue to provide 
our residents and taxpayers with quality public 
services at a reasonable level of taxation. 
lifficult as the budgetary challenges of the 
past several years have been, the preparation of 
the fiscal year 1984 budget was even more so. 

Specifically close to 80 percent of the city’s 
gross revenue comes from the property tax le’ 
which is limited to 24% percent growth by the A 
of 1980. 

Since this budget is premised on an increase of 
2% percent in the tax levy, I wish to remind you 
that of necessity a modest increase in taxes will 
result. In addition, our budget planning efforts 
were further aggravated by the fact that most of 
the remaining major sources of revenue 
available to the city, such as state and federal aid 
and investment income, are almost completely 
controlledd by actions of higher levels of govern- 
ment, which are beyond all but our most indirect 
influence. It is these external forces which are 
causing the city of Newton to experience a slow 
fiscal strangulation. 

Simply stated, our resource needs have grown 
and will continue to grow at a rate significantly 
higher than our ability to generate income. In the 
absence of substantial legislative relief, the 
resulting fiscal imbalance can radically change 
the quality of life in our community. 

That is a prospect which this administration 
and the elected officials of the city cannot allow! 

The fiscal year 1984 budget which I recommend 
to you this evening is very much a transition 
financial plan. It is a budget which continues to 
provide high quality municipal and educational 
services. At the same time, it is critical that I 
point out to you that this budget contains some 
exceptionally difficult management and policy 
decisions which have been arrived at only after a 
great deal of thought. 

Planning for this budget began during the sum- 
mer of 1982. After projecting available income 
and fixed costs (narrowly defined as debt ser- 
vice, pensions, state and county assessments and 
charges, and overlay ), it was determined that the 
city would have an estimated $78 million to 
finance all municipal and educational services. 

In light of the meager amount of funds 
available to cover inflationary factors, it was 
critical that a resource allocation plan be defined 
which treated all services fairly and equitably, 
and recongized differing program needs as well 
as opportunities for cost avoidance due to non- 
recurring expenses. 

In Oct., 1982, based on our projected FY 1984 
revenues and fixed costs, bottom line budget 
targets were established for the School Depart- 
ment and for municipal services. 

From the municipal services perspective, I am 
pleased that we have brought in an operating 
budget which, though exceedingly tight, not only 
continues to provide all services, but also 
adheres to the necessary funding limiation and 
represents a growth factor of 3.1 percent. 





































In recent months we have identified and ad- 
dressed some administrative problems in the 
Assessing Department and in the Water-Sewer 
Division of the Public Works Department. The 
proposed budget provides for improving the 
managerial systems and procedures of both

departments and also makes provision for an 
enhanced street sweeping program and a plan for 
improving the overall appearance of our Garden 
City. 

The municipal budget also calls for changes in 
certain service delivery ems, most notably in 
rubbish collection. The city has been in negotia- 
tion on this issue for a full year. Despite the 
significant commitment of time and resources by 
both city officials and the union’s negotiating 
team, and the efforts of two state-appointed 
mediators, the union membership did not ratify 
the negotiated agreement which would have pro- 
vided for a trial period to test the city workers’ 
ability to collect the city’s refuse in a more cost 
effective manner. 

Therefore, the Public Works Department 
budget calls for contracting of residential rub- 
bish collection with a private vendor at a pro- 
jected cost savings of more than $500,000 in fiscal 
year 1984, 

While this course of actin is clearly in the best 
interests of the taxpayers of the city, it has been a 
very difficult decision to make sinnce it involves 
the potential Jay off of approximately 30 
employees. 

In order to mitigate the need for resultings lay 
offs, I am pursing the following incentive pro- 
gram, and would urge your prompt action on the 
proposal to avoid unnecessary pain and suffering 
by potentially affected employees. 

Second it is my intent to insure that all willing 
and able city employees are given first 
preference for hire by the designated contractor. 
Thirdly, a portion of any Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant funds that are allocated to 
Newton as part of the recently enacted federal 
jobs bill will be considered for additional 
maintenance projects within the Public Works 
Department. 

An appropriate reserve is provided for those 
collective bargaining units which have not yet 
concluded negotiations. In accordance with the 
city’s labor contract with one bargaining unit, 
funds have been included in departmental 
budgets for a 5 percent increase effective Nov. 1, 
1983. Should additional local aid become 
available, the 5 percent adjustment will become 
effective on July 1, 1983 or as close thereto as 
funds permit. 

Moreover, if additional local aid becomes 
available, I intend to recommend that a portion 
of it be used, as in the past two years, to finance 
critically needed school and municipal capital 
improvements and maintenance projects which 
could not be provided for in this budget. 

Education has and will continue to be a top 
priority of this administration. This is clearly 
evidenced by the school budget which I am sub- 
mitting, one that calls for an actual increase of 
5.3 percent, or nearly $2 million in program and 
operating funds. Superintendent Strand 
documented these figures in his Feb. 4, 1983 
budget message to the School Committee, in 
which he noted that savings of nearly $1.7 million 
were realized directly from enroliment decline 
and the closing of Warren Junior High School. 

In light of this, any dollar amount comparison 
of the School Department's FY 1983 budget and 
the FY 1984 school budget which I am submitting 











is misleading, since without mention of those 
e superficial appearance of an increase 
3,200 or 8/10 of one percent 

To comprehend fully the amount of growth 
which was actually built into the school budget, it 
is important to bear in mind that the School 
Department's 1983 budget contains significant 
non-recurring expenses which were available for 
redistribution in 1984 to provide for continued and 
even expanded educational programs. 

Given this growth of nearly $2 million, I ap- 
plaud the decision of the School Committee to en- 
courage Dr. Strand to develop several innovative 
programs. It is my belief that the superinten 
dent’s recommendations in the ar of com- 
puter education, advanced challenge and cable 
television can be provided for within this budget 
which I am submitting. 

When the $1.7 million in non-committed funds 
highlighted by the superintendent are takne into 
account, the actual growth of the budget approv- 
ed by the School Committee on March 23, 1983 
equals $2, 49, or 7.4 percent. 

While the city cannot fund such an increase, ex- 
cept at the expense of public safety, health and 
human services, and direly needed infrastruc- 
ture maintenance, [ take this opportunity to point 
out that there are alternatives available for 
School Committee action. 

In addition to the budget allocations which are 
clearly in the domain of the School Committee 
there are also statutory provisions for an over- 
ride of Proposition 24 which the proponents of a 
higher school budget may wish to pursue. 

I want to emphasize that the school budget 
which is being recommended this evening is such 
that Newton will continue to have one of the 
highest per student costs and lowest 
pupil/teacher ratios in the Commonwealth. 

These facts, when combined with the leader- 
ship and creativity of the school administration 
and the skills and capabilities of our teaching 
staff, should enable our School Department to 
continue to provide a superior educational 
system. 

Before concluding, I wish to reemphasize this 
administration’s commitment to an open and 
cooperative approach to budget making. The con- 
tents of this budget represent our best judgment 
on how to provide Newton residents with essen- 
tial and desired services in the most cost effec- 
tive manner. 

If, in your deliberations on this budget, you ar- 
rive at a different set of priorities, I assure you 
that I will, as I have in the past, seriously con- 
sider proposals for modification. 

Since we are so constrained by severe fiscal 
limitations, however, I must insist that any 
resolution for increasing an appropriation re- 
quest be accompanied by either an acceptable 
new financial source or corresponding reduction 
in another budget appropriation recommenda- 
tion. 

The Executive Department will work with you 
in your budget deliberations and will provide »ny 
and all possible support services.

SJC decision: More than meets the eye

On March 24 the Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court issued a decision that will have an 
immediate impact on Newton's finances and that 
could well have a longer-term impact on the way 
Newton handles its efforts to cut the costs of 
government. 

Some 70-80 percent of those costs consists of 
salaries of city employees so any effort to cut 
significantly the costs of government may call 
for eliminating, by layoff or attrition, the posi- 
tions of some of those employees. Many of the 
positions that may, over the years, be eliminated 
could be those of employees who are covered by 
collective-bargaining agreements between the ci- 
ty and various unions. 

In School Committee of Newton v. Labor Rela- 
tions Commission, the Supreme Judicial Court 
upheld a decision by the Massachusetts Labor 
Relations Commission that in 1976 the Newton 
School Committee violated the Massachusetts 
statute governing public employee labor rela- 
tions by failing to bargain in good faith with an 
employee union as to the committee's decision to 
reduce custodial services by laying off seven 
cutodians and as to the impact of such layoffs on 
the terms and conditions of the custodians’ 
employment. 

The Court also upheld the decision of the Labor 
Relations Commission that the Newton School 
Committee is liable to the custodians for back 
pay from their terminations in 1976, which has 
been estimated at a total of more than $100,000. 

The immediate financial! impact on the city will 
probably be absorbed more easily than the longer 
term impact on Newton's efforts to cut costs by 
eliminating, where feasible and appropriate, city 
worker positions 

The practical effect of the Newton School 
Committee decision would appear to be that 
every decision by the city to reduce the level of 
services provided by city workers covered by a 
collective bargaining agreement a decision 
which apparently remains exclusively that of the 
city without any collective-bargaining obliga- 
tions — will be subject to the requirement of gooa 
faith bargaining over whether the reduction is to 
be accomplished by layoffs and over the impact 
of a decision to lay off employees on the terms 
and conditions of employment

That requirement would seem to apply to all 
unionized city workers, whether on the school 
side or the municipal side, including teachers, 
policemen, firefighters, sanitation workers, and 
many others, 

In its decision, the court did reaffirm that the 
duty to bargain under the applicable state statute 
“is a duty to meet and negotiate and to do so in 
good faith’ but that ‘neither party is compell- 
ed.,.to agree to a proposal or to make a conces- 
sion,” 

“Good faith,” however, “implies an open and 
fair mind as well as a sincere effort to reach a 
common ground,” according to the court. 

Obviously the decision could pose ticklish pro- 
blems for the city whenever it decides to reduce 
its work force, 

In the school-custodian case, the school com- 
mittee argued that it had in fact bargained in 
good faith over the decision to reduce custodial 
services by layoffs, and over the impact of that 
decision, by meeting with the union over two days 
immediately prior to the effective date of the 
layoffs to discuss the reduction-in-force issue. 
The parties agreed that those discussions 
brought the parties to an impasse, as a result of 
which, the school committee contended, it was 
legally entitled to implement the layoffs. 

The court acknowledged that the school com- 
mittee's argument was ‘forceful’ and that on 
those facts the Labor Relations Commission 
could have concluded that the school committee 
had bargained in good faith. 

However, the court ultimately held that the 
Commission's decision that the schoo! committee 
had not bargained in good faith was supported by 
substantial evidence — principally the commit- 
tee’s failure to discuss the layoffs with the union 
prior to sending the layoff notices and prior to the 
final two days before the layoffs were to become 
effective — and thus was a permissible and legal 
decision for the Commission to make. 

The court's decision leaves a number of ques: 
tions unanswered 














Does the good-faith bargaining requirement 
apply when the city decides to elimiante positions 
through attrition rather than layoffs? Must the ci- 
ty, in bargaining with respect to a layoff pro- 
posal, be willing to consider an alternative 
method for reducing the workforce? 

Under the Newton School Committee decision 
it would seem that the city must, in the bargain- 
ing talks, show some willingness to consider such 
an alternative unless, possibly, there are com- 
pelling financial or other reasons for not doing so 

The Newton School Committee decision makes 
one thing clear; handling future layoffs of the ci- 
ty’s unionized employees will be tricky under the 
present statule governing public-employee labor 
relations,

What is needed at this time by the teen is an understanding of what the 
limits are, and a mentor, a friend who can share their experiences, not a 
dictator, 

Early childbearing poses serious health, social and economic conse- 
quences for teenage mothers and their children. In addition to facing 
higher health risks for themselves and their children, teenage mothers are 
often forced to leave school and to forego job training and other op 
portunities for economic advancement 

Unmarried mothers face social dissaproval, financial hardship and dif 
fieulty in finding work and child care facilities 

There are about 600,000 births to teenagers every year, costing as muc! h 
as $8.3 billion in publicly funded welfare and medical c 
tribute the epidemic of teenage pregnancies to increased se 
non-use or ineffective use of contraceptives, and lack of contraceptive in 
formation and services for teenagers, 

More than 4 million teenage women aged 15-19 are sexually active and at 

risk of unwanted pregnancy. Only half of them are currently receiving con 
traceptive services. Of the estimated 420,000 to 630,000 teenage females 
under 15 who are sexually active, only 7 percent are receiving contracep- 
tive services even though this age group is most vulnerable to health risks 
if they become pregnant. Most teenagers seek contraceptive services after 
hee have become sexually active; many of them come to clinics initially 
for pregnancy testing. Traditional sanctions against premarital sex have 
not kept teenagers celibate but rather appear to have contributed to the 
non-use and sporadic use of contraceptives as well as the tendency to select 
unreliable contraceptive methods. 

Despite evidence from several studies that one of the major causes of un 
wanted teenage pregnancies is ignorance about human reproduction and 
the risk of p our people continue to be denied the information 
they need to make responsible decisions related to their sexuality.

: As we are concerned about the health hazards, the effect on the ecology of 
the Charles River and the disgusting odor resulting from the condition we 
sincerely hope that you and your fellow city officials will make every effort

NEWTON — The Auburndale-based Commit- 
tee for the Developement of Oceanography in 
Israel has for 10 years helped to fund research 
projects in the Eastern Mediterranean Sea. Now 
its funding also contributes to a cooperative ef- 
fort by Egypt and Israel to coordinate 
oceanographic + research, which could have 
world-wide benefits, 

‘‘We have been at war for 30 years,” said Dr. 
Colette Serruya, director of the Israel 
Oceanographic and Limnological Research in- 
stitute (IOLR) “But we have to understand and 
go on in spite of all this.” 

Serruya spoke last week before the Newton 
committee, which raises $200,000 annually for 
IOLR. 

Congressman Barney Frank, who is a member 
of the House Operations Sub-Committee on En- 
vironment, Energy and Natural Resources, 
briefly addressed the audience of some 100 peo- 
ple. Frank described the institute’s work as “a 
very, very important piece of business,"’ because 
of both its political implications and technical ad- 
vances, 

The cooperative between Egypt and Israel is 
“a very tangible sign of the relationship that will 
exist between the two countries” and will “focus 
attention away from war and peace.”’ 

| Frank said further that the institute's technical 
| advances could benefit other nations including 
the United States. 

Surraya said, ‘Oceanography is a perfect sub- 
ject for cooperation between the two countries.” 

Serruya has detailed a five-year scientific pro- 
gram for the institute which was depicted in a 
lengthy slide show detailing institute's projects. 
They include compiling data on rainfall patterns, 
studying coastal erosion, managing fresh water 
lakes and breeding sea bream, a sea-water fish. 

The institute, based in Haifa, employs 140 peo- 
ple 95 scientists and 45 administrative 
assistants and boat service workers. The govern- 
ment contribute up to 40 percent of its annual $4 
million budget. Contributions and grants fund 
much of the work. 

Surraya said Egyptian and Israeli scientists 
met in Cairo, Egypt in 1982 to discuss their goals 
in the Mediterranean. There have been 
roadblocks to the cooperative effort, Surruya 
said, The institute’s work was disrupted by the 
Lebanese War, she said.

NEWTON — A plan for a five-unit housing development in West Newton 
evised since a public hearing that included a videotape presentation 
letailing the neighbors’ opposition to it, has won the unanimous approval of 
the aldermanic Land Use Committee 

Granting the Prospect Park Associates’ petition for a special permit to 
idd four attached dwellings to an existing home at the corner of Prospect 
and Washington Streets will add $12,000 to the city’s coffers 

The payment will be made to satisfy the requirement that 10-percent of 
the units in a new development be given to the city for low-income housing 

Under a strict interpretation of the 10. percent ordinance, the Prospect 
Park Associates should be required to give the city half of one of the 
$120,000 units, or $60,000. Traditionally, cash payments to the city from 
maller housing projects have amounted to 10-percent of the value of one 
unit

Rosenberg added that, because of the frontage and setback requirements 
for the five-unit project, it will have less of an impact on the abutters than 
two two-family homes.

One-way ruling 
backs Chestnut 
Hill contentions

CHESTNUT HILL Six 
couples say they will drop their 
legal suit against Newton after a 
judge found a traffic ordinance 
caused the residents “irre able 
harm” by instituting illegal one- 
way restrictions in Chestnut Hill 
The residents claim traffic was 
shifted down their streets 

Filed mostly by residents of Ham- 
mond Street, the suit claimed a city 
ordinance passed in November to 
prevent access from Com- 
monwealth Avenue to Crosby, 
Manet, Old Colony and Hammond- 
swood Roads doubled the traffic on 
Hammond Street. 

Jason Rosenberg, the attorney for 
the six couples, said on Tuesday 
they will drop the suit after Mid- 
dlesex Superior Court Judge Paul 
Garrity offered a preliminary rul- 
ing in the residents’ favor on Mon- 
day. 

“The judge found there was ir- 
reparable harm to the plaintiffs 
(the couples) by having the addi- 
tional traffic go down their street,” 
said Rosenberg. 

Newton failed to gain state cer- 
tification for the one-way or- 
dinances and has been in violation 
of state statutes, said Rosenberg. 

“We won't have to wait for final 
determination since the city admit- 
ted they violated the statute, said 
Rosenberg. The suit will be dropped 

as the city agrees to remove 
the one-v signs and indicates a 
willingness to adopt ordinances that 
won't be implemented until the 
state Department of Public Works 
(DPW) certifies them,” added the 
attorney. 

The signs were taken down on Fri- 
























day after an aldermanic panel 
voted to remove the restrictions the 


day before, according Newton 
Public Works Commissioner John 
Sulik. 


“T think it was inevitable for the 
judge to rule the restrictions can’t 
be put up until approval is given 
from the DPW,” said Alderman 
Verne Vance commenting on the 
ruling on Tuesday. 

Members of the suit said they 
were ‘'thrilled’’ and “hopeful” 
about the judge’s preliminary rul- 
ing. 

‘It should cut the traffic down and 

at least give everyone a fair 
chance," Rosalind Palter of Ham- 
mond Street. 

“We are certainly thrilled about it 
and hope it will be effective,’’ said 
Carol Casey on Tuesday. 

“We experienced more traffic on 
Hammondswood as a result of the 
one-ways. ‘They (the city) should 
have notified us (about the one- 
ways). I had no idea they were 
anging the traffic patterns.’ 
“They do have a problem still at the 
other end of Commonwealth and if 
something can be done to assist 
them it would be ideal,”’ said Casey. 

Commuter traffic looking for a 
convenient north to south access 
route between Route 9 and the Mass 
Turnpike have been using 
neighborhood streets. 

The result of additional traffic one 
Chestnut Hill neighborhood group 
after another has come before city 
officials seeking ordinances to 
make their streets one-ways to ob- 
tain traffic relief. 

Each time one neighborhood 
group gained traffic restrictions on 
their street traffic was shifted to 
another street causing bitter battles 
between neighborhoods. 











Immunization plans revised 


NEWTON — The Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health has 
recently revised the immunization 
requirements for children. As of 
September 1983, students in all 
grades must be immunized against 
mumps and rubella. 

To facilitate early compliance, 
the Newton Health Department has 
begun to notify parents/guardians 
of this change. Parents/guardians 
may elect to have their child im- 
munized by a private physician or 


through the school health program 
by signing a consent form. 


Most parents/guardians know 
that children must be immunized 
before they start school. However, 
many individuals do not realize that 
certain immunizations need to be 
updated. For example, it is essen- 
tial that everyone receive a booster 
of tetanus and diphtheria vaccine 
every 10 years to maintain active 
immunity.

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Buddhists 
win backing 
from board

NEWTON A group of Buddhists called 

Dharmadhatu” has won the approval of the 
aldermanic Land Use Committee to use a 19th 
century Methodist Church in Newton Centre for 
religious services 

Wesley Street residents got a chance to 
reiterate the objections they voiced at a public 
hearing more than a month ago, but committee 
members contended the religious group had suc- 
cessfully addressed those objections in the in- 
terim 

Religious facilities are exempt from most local 
zoning laws. But communities do have power to 
control the facilities’ site plans. The Buddhist 
group's bid for site-plan approval now goes to the 
full Board of Aldermen 

The abutters’ main complaint was the group's 
traffic impact on Wesley Street, an old, narrow 
side street that was built before cars were a pro- 
blem. Neighbors said they are sometimes unable 
to negotiate the narrow way and friends were 
unable to visit for lack of parking spaces. 

Speaking for the Buddhist congregation, 
Jonathan Barbieri told the committee his group 
had taken several measures to make sure 
members were not parking on Wesley Street. He 
said a large sign inside the door of the old church 
tells visitors to park in a municipal lot two blocks 
away. 

Barbieri added that the group begins every 
religious function by asking if anyone present has 
parked on Wesley Street. The function is postpon- 
ed until cars are moved and members of the con- 
gregation have returned, he said. 

Further measures include posting monitors at 
the entry to the church during large events to 
make sure Wesley Street is kept clear, according 
to Barbieri. 

“They have kept their word. It’s been wonder- 
ful,’ Wesle eet resident Edward Axelrod told 
the committee. ‘“Aren’t they on their best 
behavior until the permit?” 

Axlerod added, ‘It's a shame they don’t have 
more space,” in reference to the limited on-site 
parking capacity of the church. ‘They can buy 
my house. I can’t stand it anymore.”’ 

He criticized the city Planning Department for 
not addressing parking and safety problems in:its 
recommendations. ‘‘All I want is my safety, not 
landscaping,”’ he said. 

When committee member Cynthia Creem ask- 
ed Barbieri to voluntarily assure the committee 
his group would not schedule daytime functions 
that would unduly add to congestion on Wesley 
Street, Chairman Terry Morris commented that 
her request violated the First Amendment rights 
of the Buddhists. 

“The denial of site plan approval for a religious 
organization is not in the power of this board,” 
Morris said. 

The final vote on the matter was 6 to 0 for ap- 
proval with Creem abstaining.

PUMPING 
IRON

DEDHAM — Firefighters these days have been pumping a lot more than 
ust water - they've been pumping iron 

Behind the ladder truck at the fire station in East Dedham, routine 

orkouts with barbells and jump ropes have begun and sophisticated 
weighlifting equipment might soon become a permanent fixture around 
stations. 

“T had a little bit of a weight problem,”’ said 46-year old firefighter 
Robert Otto, who has shed 30 pounds in his latest bid to be * physically 
aware.” 

“Tf you're not in half-decent shape it will take its toll at the fire,” he said 

At the outset of the new fitness program to build muscle and morale last 
week, fireman were wired to a computerized treadmill for a stress test of 
their cardiovascular systems. A physical therapist, who i: sting in the 
new program, also checked the muscle tone development in each fireman. 

Otto said the firefighters squeeze the workouts into their ‘‘down time” - 
the spare time between fire calls. 

“Heart attacks are the No. 1 killer,” said Fire Chief John J. Donovan. 

“Unless you've been in a burning building with 30 to 35 pounds of equit- 
ment on your back, you have no conception of what it’s like not being able to 
breath,”’ said the chief, who said he has exercised regularly for a number of 
years. 

Otto said that since an effective physical fitness will increase work per- 
formance and decrease injuries, taxpayers can only benefit. 

With more grant money coming from the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, Otto said fitness programs such as that in Dedham are on 
the rise in surrounding towns and could become an intergral part of more 
effective firefighting statewide.

Mayor muses 
on Taiwan trip

NEWTON — For people from 


Taiwan and Japan, Newton, 
Mass., means the Boston 


Marathon, Heartbreak Hill, com- 
puters and colleges, according to 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann. 

Recently returned from almost 
three weeks in the Orient, the 
mayor said last week his trip was 
more than anything else, ‘‘an 
educational experience.” 

“The days were packed full of 
exciting opportunities’ for learn- 
ing of a completely different way 
of doing things, the mayor said. 
He extolled the virtues of the 
Oriental culture, saying, ‘‘The 
future of mankind is closely in- 
volved with the way that society 
is developing.” 

Mann said he was so impressed 
with the culture he encountered 
in Taiwan, as a member of a 
group of eight mayors sent there 








by the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors, that he hopes to 
generate interest among the 
trustees of the city library in 





some sort of program on Asian 
culture. 

The mayor cited the attitude of 
the Taiwanese people as the most 
impressive thing he encountered 
on his trip, He described them as 
“warm and courteous,’ and ex- 
tremely ‘‘reverent’’ toward 
visitor 

He said he was impr 
the industriousne 
Taiwanese people, adding that 
there was virtually no unemploy- 
ment there. 

“Of course, if you don’t work, 
you don’t get paid,’’ he com- 
mented, contrasting it with the 
American system,

He spoke highly of the 
teachings of Confucius, the 
philosophical foundation of 


Taiwanese culture, which he said 
were codified 600 years before 
the birth of Christ. He said the 
teachings of Confuciu were 
parallel in many respects to the 
Judeo-Christian tradition which 
is the basis of Western ethics, 
and added, “Confucius plays a 
role in the everyday life of these 
people.” 

While he was busy learning 
about the principles of Oriental 
culture Mann also was teaching 
the many people he met about 
the foundations of American 
culture, especially in the areas of 
industry and trade. 

He said the Taiwanese people, 
who broke off from the Republic 
of China when early trends 
toward Communism started to 
take a firm foothold, are proud of 
the industrial competition they 
represent to the mainlanders. 

The people of iwan hope 
someday that citizens of the 
Republic of China will see ‘the 
values of the system of free 
enterprise’ and join together 
with the Taiwanese to make one, 
unified China, Mann said 

In the area of international 
trade, the mayor said he spent 
most of his time talking about 
data processing and resource 
recovery, “They could learn a 
great deal from us,"’ he said 

He brought with him books on 
the relationship between the 
Honeywell Corporation and the 
City of Newton, which he 
distributed along with Honeywell 
T-shirts. 

He also spoke at length about 
resource recovery, which he said 
was virtually unknown in 
Taiwan. Speaking of incinerating 
trash to generate electricity, 
Mann said, Many of these peo 
ple haven't faced up to it yet 
because, in Taiwan, there's still 
a lot of open space,” in which to 
dump wastes

Of his trade talks, the mayor 
said, “This is a_ highly in- 
dustrialized society competing 








with in the marketplace. 
There has to be more understan- 
ding.” 





He pointed out that Speaker of 
the House of Representatives, 
Thomas P, ‘Tip’’ O'Neill, is tour- 
ing China, advocating better 
trade relations. “It's important 
that representatives of our coun- 
try communicate with leaders all 
over the world. Communication 
is the key to understanding,” he 
said. ‘Positive things come from 
these exchanges." 

Asked how productive his 
trade talks were in Taiwan and, 
later, in Japan, Mann said, ‘'I 
think I did trailblazing 
there.” 

Asked to give some rough im- 
pressions of his trip, the mayor 
described an exhibition put on, 











some 








for his benefit, by some 
Taiwanese school children 
wielding colored flags in syn- 








copated, close-quarters drill. “It 
was a kaleidoscope of colors,” he 
said, 

Zoning laws, or the lack 
thereof, made an impression on 
the mayor in the crowded cities 
of Taiwan and Japan. ‘Every 
store has an enormous, multi- 
colored sign on it,” he said, 
‘They would never pass the zon- 
ing laws in Newton,” 

Traffic was another mind- 
boggler for the mayor. He said 
the streets were jammed with 
motorcycles, all of them seem- 
ingly overloaded with entire 
families, “Apparently they know 
all about defensive driving,”’ he 
sald 

The food he encountered was, 
to say the least, different, He 
spoke of eating squid, sea urchin 
eggs and raw fish, saying, ‘I was 
a little adventuresome eating.” 
He said meals were more of a 
ritual in the East than they a 
here, and added, ‘Il managed to 
hold my weight down,” 

The mayor said he went into a 
Dunkin’ Donuts in Tokyo for a 
‘coffee and.,..’’ He said he had to 
admit, It did feel like a little 
piece of home.’ 

For all the excitment of his 
trip, Mann said he was glad to be 
home. “I got kind of lonesome 
after a while,” he said, adding 
that he was anxious to get back to 
his family 

He said he was pleased with 
the way the city has gotten along 
in his absence. When he was in 
formed that certain aldermen 
suggested, in his absence, that 
the city could get along quite well 




















without him, Mann countered 
that the smoothne of the 
municipal operation was “the 


true test of a good administra-

Kathleen Haley of Newton Centre has been in 
Children’s Hospital for the past five months suf- 
fering from Dermatomyositis, a form of 
muscular dystrophy. Although the painful 
disease has severely weakened the girl and 
burdened her parents with thousands of dollars 
in medical costs, her mother said Kathleen has 
just one wish. 

“All Kathleen wants is to come home,"’ her 
mother said recently, ‘‘home to her family.” 

To help cover the high medical tab and as a 
show of support for the little girl Mayor 
Theodore Mann recently declared Saturday, 
April 16 ‘‘Kathleen Haley Day”’ in the Garden Ci- 
ty and the owner of the two McDonald’s 
restaurants in Newton is beating the drum to 
raise support. 

Rick Friend, owner of three McDonald’s, in- 
cluding one on Soldier’s Field Road in Brighton, 
has pledged to donate a portion of proceeds from 
sales of large sandwiches on April 16 toward a 
fund to help cut into the medical costs. 


In addition, the restaurant's comic ‘‘Ham- 
burglar” character will be on hand along with 
numerous local officials at the Needham Street 
McDonald's that day. Balloons will also be sold, 
Friend said, and Kathleen’s Bowen School 
classmates will be there to rally support. 

Friend said Monday that when he heard of 
Kathleen's plight he felt, through his 
restaurants, he could help out the little girl and 
her family. 


“Tt was just the kind of thing I like to do in the 
community,’’ Friend said about the fund-raiser 
for the former Greater Boston Muscular 
Dystrophy poster child. 


Friend said he met Kathleen last August but a 
short time later the girl was admitted to 
Children’s Hospital for treatment.

The Holocaust:

says he was spared for a single 
purpose: ‘So I could be here to- 
day to tell the story of what hap- 
pened."’ 

Birnbaum, one of the 
organizers of a gathering this 
week of Holocaust survivors and 
their families in Washington, 
D.C., told Newton North’ and 
South students last week that the 
fear of involvement in atrocities 
by people during WWII surfaces 
even today in acts of violence. 

Citing the recent arrest of six 
men for an alleged gang rape in 
a New Bedford bar, Birnbaum 
asked the students, ‘What was 
so special about this crime?

Gabriel's ready to roll

Wearing running shorts, Hal Gabriel stands in 
the middle of a Boston parking lot and pours 
water over his head from a plastic jug of water. 

As a female passerby looks on incredulously, 
he sprays himself with deodorant, pulls on a pair 
of pants, shirt and a tie, and combs his hair while 
looking in the sideview mirror of his car. Then 
he's off to work. 

This scene from a documentary on the Newton 
resident, ‘‘Hal Gabriel: The Pursuit of Ex- 
cellence,”’ (to be aired Sunday at 12:30 p.m. on 
Channel 2) shows how a man can balance an 
athletic obsession with a career and home life — 
and be considered a little weird in the process.

NEWTON — Oak Hill Elementary parents 
received reassurance at Monday’s School Com- 
mittee meeting that their school will not be clos- 
ed as a quick cure to the mayor's $775,000 cut in 
the school budget. 

But other remedies suggested by the 
superintendent to achieve the cut in the School 
Committee's $40.2 million budget also will mean 
“pain and agony” for the school system, com- 
mittee member Marcia Mitchell said. 

Although a saving of $324,000 from a school 
closing was included in Superintendent John 
Strand’s list of possible ways to meet Mayor 
Theodore Mann’s budget demands, Strand 
recommended against making a decision of ‘this 
magnitude at this late date."’ 

The committee took the superintendent’s ad- 
vice, but several members said they want to 
begin a new study of the irnpact of school clos- 
ings in the future. 

Committee members took Strand’s cutting list 
under advisement for action at a later meeting. 


The threat of a school closing for this 
September was suggested at a recent committee 
meeting and Oak Hill was named as a ‘‘serious”’ 
‘candidate by one committee member 

Strand presented the committee with a list of 
possible cuts totalling more than $1 million, if a 
school closing took place, or about $776,000 
without a closing.

Audit cites 
overcharges 


to 10,900 


NEWTON — An audit of the Newton 
Water/Sewer Department obtained last week 
backs up residents’ complaints of high water 
bills and overcharges to almost half the city’s 
households. 

The city-ordered audit comes on the heels of 
admissions from City Hall of nearly $100,000 in 
overcharges for water and sewer services. 

Credits averaging $9 will be given to 10,900 
residents on their next water/sewer bill for 
“inadvertant overcharges,” according to Public 
Works Commissioner John Sulik 

The audit by the firm of Touche Ross cited 
delays in billing, erroneous bills and serious 
management problems, according to a draft 
report 

“There is no question the Water Department 
has fallen behind, but we plan to correct the pro- 
blems,"' said Mayor Theodore Mann last week. 

Mann said the city admits things are wrong 
and is currently working on correcting the pro- 
cedure. 

“We have an honest desire to keep things right 
and not assess blame,” said Mann. 

Alderman Marcy Richmond told the Public 
facilities Committee in March, she believed the 
city was knowingly sending out incorrect water 
bills. 

Random checks of her constituents who com- 
plained of high bills revealed billing errors 
averaging around $10, according to the Ward 8 
board member

Concurrently however individual 
and group efforts around the world 
were helping to save Jews, Rev 
Parsons said 

Soldier Joseph Shultz reportedly 
put down his rifle and stood with a 
group of Yugoslavian peasants and 
was shot and killed with them by 
German soldiers, Rev. Parsons 
said. Some 4,000 Polish priests were 
“blatantly killed,’’ he added. 

Roman Catholic organizations in 




















Belgium saved thousands of Jews 
and Dutch groups comprised large- 
ly of Protestant clergy saved an 
estimated 10,000 Jews by hiding 
them in basements, Rev. Parsons 
said 

Most Jewish citizens in Denmark 
were ed, many escaping safely 
to Sweden, because the Danes had 
cellars beneith cellars where some 
Jews hid for years. 

A French underground organiza- 
tion called Cimade helped 7,500 
Jews escape to Switzerland by dig- 
ging calverts from the French 
border into Switzerland. The Jews 
were then greeted by people who 
already had passports prepared for 
them, he said 

Despite these efforts, Christian 
institutions were largely silent, 
Rev. Parsons said. The Roman 
Catholic Church in 1933 “did one of 
the worst things it could have 
done,” in signing a statement of 
principal with Hitler’s regime, he 
said. 

Among the concessions that 
Vatican made was lifting its ban on 
Catholic youth joining Hitler’s 
youth organization. The church 
also agreed not to involved itself in 
any political activity, Rev. Parsons 
said. Only religious and charitable 
activity would be tolerated. Church 
leaders were forbidden from speak- 
ing out against Hitler, he said.

from his persona 
he said last week he tries to paint 
a bigger picture for those who 
will listen in an effort to define 
the enormity of atrocities 
against Jews. 

The Warsaw ghetto uprising, 
in which some 65,000 Jews died 
after fighting German soldiers 
for a month and a half, was 40 
years ago April 19. The gather. 
ing in Washington and 
ceremonies this week in Warsaw 
are aimed at remembering the 
valiant defense by the Jews. 

Birnbaum related the events 
which led up to the ghetto upris- 
ing to South students on Friday. 
Although hundreds of thousands 
of Jews in and around War 
had been rounded up and fo 
to live in a small, walled-in sec 
tion of the city, Birnbaum said 
that many at the time felt the 
uprooting was just part of the 
price of war. 

“This was still a phase where 
people started to get used to 
things,’’ he said, “It was just a 
matter of survival to go along 
with things.”’ 

In July, 1942, the Germans 
began taking away 6,000 Jews 
each day from the ghetto ‘‘for 
temporary resettlement to the 
east.”

‘They (the Germans) said we 
have to get rid of the non- 
productive elements of the 
population,’ Birnbaum related. 
“The old, the sick, We'll take 
care of it, they said. 





“Still the people in the ghetto 
did not know this was an edict to 


kill everybody,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
people were still proud and pro- 
ductive every day. But taking 
6,000 people each day, soon, of 
course, the mask fell off. 


“Tt wasn’t just old people and 
sick people the Germans were 
taking,” Birnbaum added. ‘“‘It 


was everybody.’ 

When those remaining in the 
ghetto realized they would all be 
exterminated they sought help 
from the Polish underground, 
which sold them a small number 
of revolvers, Birnbaum told the 
students. Accounts of organized 
death camps in Nazi occupied 
Europe had been leaked out to 
the free world and a contingent 
of rabbis and concerned Chris 
tians sought intervention by the 
United States and Great Britain, 
he said 

As those outside sought help 
from the US government, the 
Jews barricaded inside the War 
saw ghetto braced for the final 
attack by German troops 





On April 19, 1943, the eve of 
Passover and the day before 
Hitler’s birthday, the troops 
moved in 

At the time of the uprising 


there were about 80,000 Jews left 
from more than 400,000 original- 
ly forced into the ghetto 


“Victory, of course, they 
never thought of,’’ Dr. Birn 
baum said. ‘‘All the Jews wanted 
to do was show the world what 
was going on inside Poland. 


Suppose this woman in New 
Bedford had been able to cry out 
and be heard and say ‘look what 
they are doing to me. They are 
raping me, they are murdering 
me. 


Again returning to his account 
of the Warsaw uprising, Birn- 
baum said the German troops 
who marched through the gates 
to the ghetto were met by heavy 
gunfire. 





“At the time the German ar- 
my couldn’t believe that these 

»ple - these people who were 
conipared to parasites - were 
fighting,’’ Birnbaum said. 

“The spirit had won,”’ he said. 


“The Jews thought the world 
will hear about this. There will 


be an outery because after all, 
here was the victim crying out 
for help.” 

Birnbaum, who is helping 
organize the Brotherhood of Con 
gregation Mishkan Tefila’s up 
coming Eternal Flame 
Memorial Program for 
Holocaust Remembrance Day, 
showed students a book entitled 

The Black Book of Polish 
Jewry,’ published in 1943 with 
the endorsement of Eleanor 
Roosevelt and Albert F tein, 
which contained eyewitness ac 
counts of the Nazi death camps 
At the time, Birnbaum said, the 
book and appeals by Jewish and 
Christian leaders were attempts 
to rally Allied support to end the 
Nazi atrocities 












As early as December, 19: 
group appealed directly to the 
White House, Birnbaum said 





‘Already almost 2 million 
Jews, men, women and children, 
have been cruelly done to death 
and 5 million more live under a 
threat of a similar doom,’ 
Jewish leaders wrote to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at the time.

Two books which 
recall Holocaust 


Thousands of survivors of the Nazi death | 
camps are gathered in Washington this 
week to seek out information on long-lost 
but never forgotten friends and relatives. 
The survivors and their families have 
gathered to ponder their roles as ones who 
lived through the assembly lines of death 
and to share the quiet tears only those who 
witnessed the Holocaust can shed. 

In Newton, students at both high schools 
are studying the Holocaust in which as 
many as 6 million Jews were killed by 
Hitler’s troops. 

One of those in Washington is Dr. Jacob 
Birnbaum, a survivor of six different con- 
centration camps over a three year span 
during the war. Birnbaum spoke to 
students last week about his terrifying ex- 
periences and his role as a survivor. 

In his hands at a Newton South program 
Birnbaum carried a rare book, ‘‘The Black 
Book of Polish Jewry,’’ and the memorial 
program book for the upcoming Mishkan 
Tefila Eternal Flame Holocaust 
Remebrance Day. 

The ‘‘Black Book”’ bore eyewitness ac- 
counts of the slaughter in the death camps. 
It was published in this country in 1943, 
even as the genocide continued. 

With the benefit of historical perspective 
the book is a chilling work which cannot be 
ignored for its detailing of genocide by the 
Nazis. 

The program book, on the other hand, 
contains the stories and precious, tattered 
family photos of Newton area Holocaust 
survivors and their families. It contains 
Birnbaum’s own story of the demise of his 
hometown in Poland and the murder of its 
inhabitants, with the account dedicated 
“to the blessed memory of my parents and 
my sister Hannah.”’ His parents died at 
Aushwitz. Hannah’s fate is still unknown. 

Two books, one written during the ter- 
ror; one compiled so that the death, the 
memories, the names and places wiped 
from the map by Hitler, will never be 
forgotten. 

Words by any but a survivor pale in try- 
ing to fathom the Holocaust. 


Transoceanic art 


Something of a funny artistic tran- 
sAtlantic psychic connection came down in 
Newton last week. 

How else can it be explained? 

Sculptor Fritz Ruprechtor flew in from 
Austria and was met by Newton Arts 
Center Director Jo Simon. After arriving 
at the center, Ruprechtor took compass 
bearings to line things up with Vienna, 
Austria, erected a steel and _ brass 
sculpture and pointed everything along the 
compass lines. 

Still confused? In short, Newton became 
one of only four cities in this country 
(including the Big Apple) to have one of 
these sculptures to mark the Vienna Arts 
Festival weeks in May and June. Two local 
musicians, Malcolm Goldstein and David 
Moss, who performed recently at the NAC, 
will be appearing in Vienna. So the folks 
who are running the world-famous 
Austrian festival planned the artistic link, 
put in place Friday by Ruprechtor. (For a 
look, see page 5 photos).

No big deal, he says

Israel Gesmer quietly celebrated his 80th bir- 
thday in Waban last week. 

As usual Gesmer, an electrical contractor, 
spent a full day at work. Later he and his wife 
Goldie, 79, had dinner with their only child, Ruth, 
her husband and their two daughters, all’ of 
whom were visiting from Chicago. 

Gesmer said he did not wish ‘to make a big 
deal’’ out of his birthday but his daughter Ruth 
disagrees. 

“What he’s doing is remarkable. Friends 
always wonder how he does it,’’ she said. 

For eight years Gesmer has been caring for his 
wife, who was seriously incapacitated by two 
strokes. He works full time and a home 
health aid Mrs. Gesmer while her hus- 
band is working. Otherwise Gesmer cares for his 
wife alone and does not seek help from family 
members. 

The Gesmers have been married for nearly 50 
years. Mrs. Gesmer had been an active and 
respected member of the Jewish community. 
Her repuvation for efficiency was so well known, 
her husband reverently explains, that two tem- 
ple sisterhoods sought her leadership. She has 
always been someone ‘‘who likes to be at least 
ten minutes early,’’ Gesmer said. 













Mrs. Gesmer a founding member of the 
Brandies University Women’s Committee and 
also collected ‘‘quite a bit of money”’ for Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital while it was being built. For 
17 years, she wcrked as a legal secretary to a 
Boston attorney. 

Most of the family’s domestic chores were 
handled by Mrs. Gesmer. 

Her husband recalls that he never cooked a 
meal and his wife always had dinner on the table 


when her husband returned from work, But life 
changed dramatica!ly when Mrs. Gesmer suf- 
fered the strokes in 1975. 

Presently Gesmer takes his wife out to dinner 
every night. Their favorite spots are Friendly’s 
and the Cape Cod restaurants in Newton, where 
waitresses know them as regular customers. 

The Gesmers often go to the movies. Mrs. 
Gesmer ‘‘loved”’ the film ‘‘Tootsie.”’ 

Working full time and caring for his wife ‘‘isn’t 
easy,’’ Gesmer says quietly and without elabora- 
tion. But he does not seek accolades for 
dedicating most of his time to caring for his wife 
rather than placing her in a nursing home. Gaz- 
ing down as he speaks, Gesmer insists humbly 
that it is not ‘‘a big deal.”’ 

It is understandable that Gesmer chooses not 
“to make a big deal out of this.” The Gesmer’s 
situation certainly is not unique. Neither is 
Gesmer. That is not to say either that nursing 
home residents are victims of uncaring families 
since that is the best, or only alternative for 
some. 

Gesmer decided against nursing home care for 
his wife because, after a tour of several 
facilities, he thought she would not receive the 
proper care. 

“A large majority of people who get someone 
who’s sick just want to shunt them aside. It’s like 
shunting them off to the end. They do not get the 
care they should get (in nursing homes),” 
Gesmer said. 

Lifting his eyes, Gesmer gazed fondly across 
the room and stuggled in stoic style to hide his 
spontaneous smile as he looked at his wife. 

The Gesmers ‘‘still enjoy” the familiar past- 
times, ‘‘even though I yell at her all the time,” 
said Gesmer, with ju: slight twinkle in his eye.

Save Our Homes II was born one year ago, 
spawned by the disastrous effects of the revalua- 
tion of the city of Newton, This group is compris- 
ed of concerned citizens for a fair and equal 
revaluation. 

At our initial meeting called by John Rogers on 
April 4, 1982, with Aldermen Richard McGrath, 
Richard Bullwinkle and Joseph DePasquale, 
plus numerous citizens in attendance, we elected 
officers.

‘ON — The new year has begun for dog 
and City Clerk Edward English has to 
admit he is not looking forward to it 

It is not the work involved that bothers 
English. The office of the city clerk stands tall in 
City Hall when it comes to getting the work in 
and out ina timely fashion. 

But the effort his staff puts out in processing 
dog-license applications overwhelms the small 
income it brings in. Right now, the county gets 
the bulk of the money 

Middlesex County took all but $2,400 of the total 
of $13,000 the city collected for dog licenses last 
year, according to Chief Budget Officer David 
Wilkinson. After the county has figured out its 
expenses for the year, several thousand might 
come back to the city, ‘‘on occasion,” he said. 

Most of the money the county takes is used to 
reimburse farmers in the more rural parts of the 
largest county in the state for farm animals that 
have been mauled by dogs, according to Wilkin 
son. 

The position of county dog officer was recently 
eliminated, so, besid aying farmers for their 
animals, there appears to be little the county 
does for dogs or their owners, “Ed English 
licenses the dogs, and (Police) Chief (William) 
Quinn makes sure the dogs obey the law,” 
Wilkinson said. 

English and Wilkinson both are looking for 
ward to a change in the present arrangement. A 
change being contemplated would pin the full 
responsibility for dog control on the city and 
allow it to keep all the income from the licenses.

If the superintendent's list of ‘possible cuts” 
became a reality, 10 teacher positions would be 
added to the 44 already cut in the budget for an 
additional savings of $253,200. 

Strand had recommended a cut of no more 
than 44 teachers in order to meet the School Com- 
mittee’s guidelines for holding class size at cur- 
rent levels. 

About five learning disability (LD) teacher 
positions would be cut for a savings of $62,000. 
Strand said the average size of instructional 
groups of learning-disabled children was ‘far 
below the maximum size” permitted by regula- 
tions. 

The cut in LD positions would mean an in- 
crease in the average group size from 2.1 to 2.3 
students, would reduce participation in team 
meetings and ‘‘further complicate coordination 
efforts’ between regular and special education 
teachers, according to Sarah Williams of 
school’s division of Pupil Personnel Services and 
Special Education. 

For an estimated savings of $40,000, senior 
high dance, skiing, tennis and golf would be cut 
because they are “‘most readily available ... out- 
side of school,’’ Strand said. 

The list also suggests trimming new programs 
in cable television and elementary school com- 
puters to the tune of over $100,000. Instead of the 
five Newton Advanced Challenge (NAC) staff 
positions called for in the budget, the school 
system would staff only three positions and save 
$50,000. 

Plans for replacing classroom furniture in 
several schools and for providing each elemen- 
tary school with a photocopy machine would be 
scrapped in'order to save $83,000. The expansion 
of the junior high drama program would also be 
cancelled for a $13,000 saving. 

Strand’s list assumes that the School Depart- 
ment will see 20 teachers resign or retire as the 
result of increased early retirement incentives. 
The turnover will allow the schools to save about 
$171,000 by hiring people at the lower end of the 
salary scale, according to the superintendent's 

mates. 

The superintendent said continued low fuel oil 
prices may allow the schools to cut $34,000 safely 
from the projected amount. The budget's 
assumption of a 20-percent increase in electricity 
costs now could be cut to a 10-percent increase to 
save $76,000, 

Strand termed the cut to the fuel oil account ‘a 
fine tuning of the budget”’ and the cut to the elec- 
tricity account ‘‘a calculated risk."

W. African volunteer 
work in retrospect

NEWTON The way Martha Saldinger figured it, if one wants to 
learn about economic development, jump into it first hand 

So Saldinger, 24, of Park Street, headed out for two years in the bush 
as a member of the Peace Corps stationed in Sierra Leone 

A 1980 economics graduate of the University of Massachusetts, 
Saldinger returned from the West African country in January, colorful 
native weavings under her arm and a raft of experience. 

Saldinger, who now works as a canvasser for the National Women's 
Political Caucus, said in an interview last week her reasons for signing 
up in the Peace Corps were many. 

At UMass she had taken a course in economic development. 

“T became interested in pursuing that as a career and the Peace 
Corps is kind of an ‘in’ to that kind of work," Saldinger said. “You've 
proven that you are adaptable to that kind of environment. It was also 
a change of pace for me and at the time, the job market was tight.” 

She said she wanted to land a position in Kenya but was told there 
was a need for an agricultural extension agent in the rural village of 
Kawula, in the northwestern region of the country. 

“Having had no experience in agriculture whatsoever, I said I’ve 
always had an incredible desire to do that,” Saldinger quipped. ‘I 
figured if that's what the Peace Corps needs, that’s what I'll do."” 

After shipping to Africa, she underwent a 10-week training period 
before being placed in Sierra Leone, a former British and Portugese 
colony. Sierra Leone (which means ‘Mountain Lion'') is, according to 
Saldinger, ‘‘a one-party democracy" wedged between Marxist Guinea 
to the north and Liberia to the south. 

Sfldinger was one of about 180 volunteers in the country who worked 
in such fields griculture, education and health. 

As the agricultural agent the Newton woman sought to teach refined 
techniques of rice cultivation, the main food crop of the country, and 
swamp development, in an effort to increase land usage. 

When she arrived, Saldinger replaced a volunteer who had been 
working in the village for some time. 

“When I got there he took me around and he introduced me to the 
paramount chief, the village chief and various important people in the 
village, as well as his friends,’ she said. ‘His friends were not 
necessarily the important people in the village.” 

One of the former volunteer’s friends, a village teacher, also became 
close to Saldinger and provided her with much-needed mental stimula- 
tion over the two years she was there. ‘I needed more than just the 
day-to-day communication with people for my mental stability,” she 
noted. 

Her daily work focused on swamp development for rice cultivation. 

“Swamp development is an unfamiliar method of farming," she 
said. ‘‘Many people there are reluctant to try it. But it maximizes the 
use of a small amount of land and reducing the land needs.” 

Saldinger also sold vegetable seeds and fertilizer in small quanitities 
to village residents, a move which fit in with the local economy since 
such items are generally sold in large quantities and are out of the 
price range of farmers. 

While in polygamous Sierra Leone, Saldinger lived with a local fami- 
ly, aman and his two wives. 

“Women are quite an asset in every family,”’ she said. ‘‘The labor 
needs are very high and women provided an incredible amount of 
work. 

“The women cut down trees, chop wood, they are responsible for 
processing of the grain to get food, and for child care and food prepara- 
tion.’ 

As a white woman from the United States, Saldinger said she had a 
peculiar standing in the village.

“IT was viewed as something of an oddity,”’ she noted. ‘‘I was white, I 
was from far away and it was assumed I was wealthy. I was educated 
and often people made demands on me that they might not have made 


on other people. 


“They also excused my behavior which they might not have with 


other people,” she said with a laugh. 


Although Sierra Leone has had a regular force of Peace Corps 
volunteers for many years, the ways of Americans, and their need for 


some privacy, was viewed with some amusement by the villagers. 


“Frequently people would come by to visit me out of pity, if not 
curiosity,’’ Saldinger said, describing her somewhat solitary living 


situation. 


After more than a year in the country, Saldinger said she became 


discouraged with her work. 


“Everything seemed to be going wrong,”’ she said. ‘‘The work wasn't 
going well and the men in the country were driving me crazy,"’ with 


harassing remarks. 


After 18 months she came home for a wedding in her family and 


returned to the country with a considerably refreshed perspective. 


“T just knew then there was a break in the future. I said it’s only six 


more months until I can eat all the Hershey’s kisses I want.” 


Although she said last week it would be a while before she would con- 
sider a similar adventure, Saldinger said the experience was a good 


one for her. 


The connection between the Peace Corps and the United States ‘‘was 
not terribly strong in the public view,” she said. ‘‘But I certainly would 
never underestimate the diplomatic role of a Peace Corps volunteer as 


far as maintaining a decent image of the US overseas. 


“T felt good about the work we were doing there when I left,’’ she ad- 
ded. ‘‘We probably weren’t doing much harm and that in itself is a big 


statement in development. 


“Tf I didn’t accomplish all I set out to do it still did me a lot of good,” 
Saldinger said. ‘I learned so much more than I could ever give about 
myself, about the world and about living in a different culture. I guess 


all the chiches come to mind, but it’s true.”’

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City Hall security 
system opposed

NEWTON Building Commis- 
sioner James Cameron's $222,000 
request for maintenance projects in 
various city buildings won backing 





from the aldermanic Public 
Facilities Committee, but only 
after it had been cut b: percent. 





The net $165,000 would come from 
$600,000 in state aid which the city 
unexpectedly received this year. 

Members of the committee were 
upset that Cameron included in his 
appropriation request a security 
system for City Hall that the Board 
of Aldermen has rejected twice 
already. 

Cameron defended his request 
saying, ‘‘There’s no question in my 
mind that we need a_ security 
system for City Hall, and it won't 
mean cutting back 
Four custodians are now the only 
security system in the building. 

Cameron told the aldermen they 
were “deluding themselves” if they 
thought one custodian was suffi- 
cient to insure the security of the 
80,000-square-foot building. 

The security system Cameron 
wanted would have cost the city 
$32,000. Members of the committee 











said they would give “official 
notification’ to City Comptroller 
Larry Marino to make sure funds 
were not taken from scheduled 
maintenance projects to pay for the 
security system. 

Also cut from the Building Com- 
missioner’s request was $25,000 
earmarked for improvements in 
the ventilation system at the public 
works maintenance facility on 
Crafts Street. Committee Chair- 
man Richard McGrath said he was 
“really bothered” by the request 
because he thought all the 
necessary ventilation work was 
done several years ago. “The whole 
building was done,” he said. “We 
paid a bundle of dough.” 

McGrath said he wanted the ap- 
propriation held up until he could 
see just what had to be done. 






According to committee member 
Elaine Gentile, pitifully inadequate 
fans were taken from the rest 
rooms of a closed school and install- 
ed in the high ceiling of the 
maintenance shop to draw off ex- 
haust fumes. 


Cameron will end up with approx- 
imately $165,000 of his $222,000 re- 
quest if the full Board of Aldermen 
approves it on April 19. 


New windows okayed 
for Angier and Cabot 





WTON — With the 
reassurance from school officials 
that Angier and Cabot Elementary 
Schools will remain open in the 
near future, the aldermanic Public 
Facilities Committee has endorsed 
an appr priation of $330,000 to 
replace tlie windows in them. 

While the work is being done with 
an eye toward saving heating fuel, 
school officials emphasized that the 
old windows, many of which are 
loose in their frames, pose a real 
safety threat to students. 

Approval of the appropriation 
previously was postponed until the 
committee received official word 
about the future of the schools. 
Committee Chairman Richard 
McGrath said he and other 
aldermen were still smarting from 
a $1 million appropriation they ap- 
proved years ago for the Davis 
School. That school was closed 
shortly after the work on it was 
completed. 

Speaking of the appropriation for 
new windows, McGrath said, ‘‘We 
are not adverse to it, but we know 
there’s going to be another school 
closed somewhere in the city. At 





least, somebody said that.”” 

It was suggested at a recent 
meeting of the School Committee 
that Oak Hill School might be clos- 
ed to accommodate a $750,000 cut 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann made in 
the new school budget. 

School Committee Chairperson 
Nancy Mann wrote the aldermen 
that ‘there seems to be no 
likelihood that this School Commit- 
tee will close either Angier or Cabot 
Schools.”” 

Vincent Silluzio, the School 
Department's director of research 
and planning, informed aldermen, 
“It would not be feasible to close 
either the Angier or Cabot schools 
in either the short or long term.” 

Silluzio explained that neither 
school could be closed, according to 
criteria for school consolidations 
which were established by the 
School Committee in the mid- 
1970's. ‘Consolidation of either 
school would seriously overcrowd 
receiver schools, a considerable 
amount of busing would be likely 
and both schools have participated 
in past school consolidations,” ac- 
cording to Silluzio.

A price range from $60,000 to $130,000 is set for 
the one and two-bedroom condos, according to 
Queen. 

Mayor Theodore Mann hailed the sale as 
“something unusual.” 

“This is a case where we have a private 
developer providing moderately priced housing 
and recreational opportunities for citizens,” said 
Mann. 

According to developer Queen, part of the 
$310,000 sale price included a gift to the city to 
maintain part of the Emerson School as a com- 
munity center. 

“A unique feature of the deal is a $100,000 con- 
tribution to a special fund used for maintenance 
of the community center,” said Howard Levitan, 
a lawyer representing the developers.

Hickey said the first billing cycle 
under the new plan took a long time 
because of needed double checks of 
new meters and their readings. He 
added, the current cycle will move 
quickly and close the gap. 


Complicating matters more is a 
finding by the auditing firm that the 
new “remote reader system cannot 
be completely relied on.”

NEWTON — The Newton South 
baseball team's worst enemy this 
season could be itself. 

The Lions have experienced 
players returning at every position, 
including two Dual County League 
All-Stars. They have three solid pit- 
chers, a quality fielding contingent 
and some dangerous hitters.

Head Coach Neil McPhee, who is 
beginning his 14th season at the 
helm of the Lions, is experienced in 
these matters.

In the past two seasons, the Lions 
have proven it by making it to the 
Division One North semi-finals, 
They've finished second in the Dual 
County League in each year behind 
Acton-Boxboro. 

“It's been our goal to get past Ac- 
ton for the past six seasons," said 
McPhee, ‘‘They've got a great pro- 
gram, but nobodys going anywhere 
in this league unless they beat Ac- 
ton.” 

Newton South will have as good a 
chance as anybody to break up the 
Colonials domination of the DCL. 
They returning a veteran at every 
position and also have quality depth 
in a talented sophomore class. 

The strength of a baseball team is 
usually determined by whose play- 
ing up the middle, The Lions have 
an All-Star catcher and second

All-Star Jerry Marcus will be 
back at second base. Marcus is a 
complete player. He runs well and 
will probably will bat second, He is 
a slick fielder and a thinking ball 
player, “He's the most complete 
player I've ever coached," said 
McPhee. “He is very consistent and 
does all the little things it takes to 
win, He's a clutch hitter. He came 
up with several big hits for us to win 
some games at the beginning of last 
season.”’ 

The shortstop position is the only 








one not occupied by a returning 
starter. The Lions will have a 
player with varsity experience at 
the position. Ed Murray, whose 
season was cut short last year by an 
ankle injury, has been working out 
at shortstop. He's got excellent 
range, a strong arm and speed. 
He’s played shortstop, but ex- 
perience maybe his only drawback. 


“We've been working Ed at 
shortstop and we think he can han- 
dle the job,” said McPhee. ‘‘We're 
going to see how he does in the pre- 
season games. He's got the ability 
to play there.”’ 

At third base, Rich Wenning will 
return, Wenning blossomed into a 
quality power hitter and a solid 
fielder a year ago. He’s got a strong 
arm and solidifies the infield, 

The Newton South outfield is fleet 
and talented, Co-captain Mark 
Nicoletti is a tremendous athlete. 
He is a solid outfielder and should 
be the third man in the Newton 
South batting order. ‘Mark hits the 
ball as hard as anyone I've coach- 
ed," said McPhee. “He's got great 
upper body strength to go along 
with a compact stroke, He can hit it 


out of any park.” 

‘The fastest man on the team is 
center fielder-pitcher Joe 
Spagnuolo. The quarterback of the 
football team, Spagnuolo is a threat 
on the basepaths, He may be the 
leadoff hitter. As a_ pitcher, 
Spagnuolo was 7-1 last year. 

“When Joe has his control,” said 
McPhee, ‘‘He’s hard to beat. He's 
got a great curve ball and is sneaky 
quick. In the outfield, he along with 
Nicoletti should give us a solid com- 
bination.” 

The rightfield spot could be split 
between senior Bill Bracken and 
Rosman. Bracken is also a pitcher 
and Rosman will play when he isn’t 
catching. 

The pitching should be strong. A 
righthander, Spagnuolo proved last 
season he can win. Paglia, also a 
righthander, is a gutty performer. 
He pitched well in summer leagues 
a year ago and should be a help. 

The stopper of the staff may be 
Bracken, who missed last season. 
Bracken has the best fastball on the 
team. He knows his way around the 
mound and how to get batters out. 

The Lion also have some promis- 
ing sophomores, who may crack 
the varsity roster. Junior Steve 
Chapman is a pitching-shortstop 
prospect. Gary Collins is a 
sophomore outfielder, while Tom 
Rogers is a catcher. Kevin 
Houlihan is a sophomore, but at 6-2 
he may be a candidate for a star- 
ting pitching post. 

It was the largets turnout ever for 
the Lion program.

NEWTON — The program billed 
it as the St. Bernard’s Parish 10th 
Annual Sports and Physical Fitness 
Night 

It was more than that 

It was the strange and ironic jux 
taposition of the pastor, clad in his 
Roman collar, standing in the box- 
ing ring, opening the evening with 
praise of the sportsmanship to 
follow, and the professional 
wrestlers, clad in their masks, 
hiding their faces, capping the 
evening on the same boxing ring, 
pretending to the squeals of the 
crowd — to wreak violence on each 
other. 

But mostly it was an evening of 
boxing — 25 matches between boys 
ranging in age from six to 18. Again 
the strange juxtaposition. Two self- 
proclaimed “best friends,’’ seven 
and eight years old, tapped gently 
at each other’s headgear with 12- 
ounce, pillow-like gloves. Then, 
later, two athletic, teenaged 
cousins who live around the corner 
from each other, pounded away at 
each other's skull until the fight had 
to be stopped because one’s face 
was smeared with blood. 

Is it sport or is it violence? Is it a 
beautiful athletic contest or is it two 
warriors trying to inflict punish- 
ment until one drops? It is boxing. 

Both former professional boxers 
interviewed had sons participating. 
Both said they didn’t want their 
sons to be fighters. Yet beth said it 
was a wonderful experience for 
their sons. 








Vincent Corbett is an eight-year-old 
third-grader at Newton’s Williams 
School. He fought his two 30-second 
rounds against Jesse Barron, 7, of 
the Driscoll School’s second grade. 
As in all the fights, no winner was 
declared and both participants 
received trophies. 

Before the match the boys were 
interviewed together by a televi- 
sion reporter on the steps of the 16- 
foot ring. (All other contestants 
were interviewed too. The fights 








will be shown in late April on Con 
tinental Cablevision.) Emmcee 
Eugene Cronin commented that 
most boys were more nervous 
about their television debuts than 
about their premier performances 
as boxers. 

Jesse and Vincent pushed more 
than they hit. Their blows were 
soft. Headgear allowed but a glimp- 
se of their small faces to shine 
through 

They treated each other gently 
and even if they hadn't they 
couldn't have been hurt. 

For neither has the strength to 
throw a damaging blow 

Vincent weighs 59 pounds and 
Jesse weighs 60. And they are 
friends. 

“Me and him are best friends,"’ 
said Vincent after the two had 
taken off their gloves, picked up 
their four-inch trophies and climb- 
ed out of the ring. ‘‘Well at least 
he’s my best friend. I don’t know if 
I'm his.”” 





“Yup, you are,” said Jesse. 
“You’re my best friend too.”’ 
The boys then resumed their 





play, each tapping the tiny metalic 
boxer on his trophy against the 
other’s, recreating the match they 
had staged moments before. 

Vincent's parents, Daniel and 
Helen Corbett were in the audience 
of some 300. They could hardly con- 
tain their approval of the boxing 
show and their son's performance. 

“Based on the fact that it’s strict- 
ly based on sportsmanship, I think 
boxing is wonderful,” said Daniel. 

“He’s learning so many skills,”’ 
said Helen. ‘‘He’s learning concen- 
tration and hand-eye coordination 
that he can use in reading, at 
school. The idea that they can have 
fun with each other in a contact 
sport is just great. To be able to get 
up in front of a whole crowd, to go 
up and doit, is a feat.

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Gabriel: ‘A living legend’ 
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“Every day I sell my damn soul...but one day 
it’s going to pay off,” Gabriel says in the film. 

During the summer and fall of 1981, Baker 
followed Gabriel as he ran through city streets 
and country fields. His camera recorded the 
powerfully-built, 59", 195 Ib, man as he swam 
and lifted weights. It saw the quiet moments of 
Gabriel's family sharing a pizza around the kit- 
chen table, and the revelry of Gabriel’s annual 
birthday run which takes place in front of his 
Newton home. 

Baker ended up with nine hours of film 
which he had to edit down to a half hour — anda 
lasting friendship with Gabriel 

“He does more in one day than anyone I 
know,” said Baker. ; 

He is a familiar site to most of the Boston runn 
ing community, clipping along at a good pace 
wearing his horn-rimmed sunglasses. He is 
known as a genuinely nice guy who puts himself 
through physical tests constantly, according to 
Baker.

it is now a tradition for Gabriel to bike with her 
the nine miles to their home in Newton following 
the marathon. 

For Gabriel's wife, Elaine, her husband's in- 
terests have become her own. She organized the 
Hal Gabriel run — a 10 kilometer contest — for 
Hal's birthday. The annual event attracts such 
outstanding runners as Rodgers and Patti 
Catalano. 

In 1981, Gabriel put himself to the real test by 
participating in the Triathalon competition in 
Hawaii. Known as the “Ironman,” the event con- 
sists of a two-and-a-half mile ocean swim, a 112 
mile bike ride, and a marathon run, all in the 
course of one day 

For half a year, Gabriel trained six hours a 
day for the grueling contest, He finished 17th out 
of a field of 110. 

For more than 20 years, exercise and running 
has been a constant in Gabriel's life. As he ap- 
proaches his 42nd birthday this summer, there is 
no indication Gabriel is going to change that, 

“Everything I have ever done has been great 
for the moment but the next day, it’s all done and 
I have to go and do it all over again,’’ Gabriel 
said. “Every day I put it right on the line.”

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The Newton Public Works Department will 
also be painting a white line from Washington 
Street to the Boston line and police are expected 
to keep spectators behind the line. 

Other communities along the marathon route 
will also be using the rope, Quinn said, which last 
week was to be delivered to the West Newton Ar- 
mory. 

On hand during the marathon will be 56 
Newton police officers, 80 Metropolitan District 
Commission (MDC) officers, 85 National Guard- 
smen, 14 Boston College officers and 14 auxiliary 
Newton police officers. 

Three Newton officers and 22 MDC officers 
will be on motorcycles and three MDC officers 
will be on horses. 

Assisting Quinn on marathon day will be Lt. 
Charles Feeley, Captain John J. Bartinelli and 
Lt. John Robinson. 

The Red Cross will provide 77 people at 10 sta- 
tions along the marathon route. Four Chaulk am- 
bulances will be stationed along the route. Also, 
B.C. will provide 200 marshalls headed by the 
track team coach. Some 23 Explorer Scouts will 
also be on hand. 

Quinn said he has been trying unsuccessfully 
for several years to get the BAA to pay for 
Newton police assistance at the marathon, 
estimated to run about $5,000 this year. The city 
has been providing the funds. 

Aside from the monetary question, Quinn said 
there have been more reports of rowdiness at 
Heartbreak Hill in the last few years. 

“If we see excessive rowdiness, we'll take 
steps to stop it,”’ the chief said. 

Quinn said he is concerned about outdoor 
drinking along the marathon route but said “‘it is 
impractical to say we can arrest all of them. 

“We've been trying to get the BAA to provide 
10 or 12 ‘johnny on the spots’ to help prevent open 
urinating around Chestnut Hill which has been 
occurring each year. We get a lot of complaints 
about that. The neighbors are really angry about 
it,” Quinn said. 


Fleet-footed Roe returns 
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Interviewed minutes after she won the Boston 
Milk Run last Sunday with the effortless grace 
that has become her trademark in the running 
world, Roe said her confidence lies “in my 
strength, I’m a very strong runner."’ 

Standing next to her friend, Newton Alderman 
Paul Daley, who ran 10 miles into town to com- 
pete in the 6.2 mile Milk Run, the strong, sleek 
Roe said her hill work has brought her a long 
way as ‘‘a downhill runner.”’ 

“T've also improved running up hills,” she add- 
ed with a laugh. “I think I've improved in every 
area. I’m feeling really confident about the 
race," 

The only real doubts Roe has going into the 
marathon come from her not having raced as 
much as usual this year. 

“T think the only questions I have come from 
the fact that I haven't done that much racing. 
But I don’t really think that's such a question 
because I've done so many time trials, which are 
so much the equivalent of racing," she said. 

Time trials of three to 10 miles, a couple of 
weekly runs of 17 to 20 miles and a regular “'‘pret- 
ty hard" midweek run of 10 to 12 miles augment 
her day-to-day training, she said. 

“If I get my 10 to 12-mile run by midweek, it’s 
almost like a race. I'm running with guys that 
are a lot better than me and I’m having to strive 
to keep up with them. At the finish line, I know 
that I’ve had a good run. I mean, it might as well 
have been a race,” she said, “I’ve just done my 
fastest 18-miler and my best 20-miler, so I feel 
I'm really ready for Boston." 

To make up for the competitive edge that 
comes from running races instead of miles, Roe 
said she has “tried to compensate by giving 
myself a bit of ‘mind training.’ Over the past 















three weeks, I’ve been setting aside a time every 
day to think about the race - to concentrate, to 
visualize it and go through, in my mind, all the 
little things that could go wrong. 


“You start to feel tired, and you think, ‘Oh, I 
want to stop.’ I try to put those negative things 
out of my mind,” Roe said. 


Her regular schedule of running 70 miles a 
week would seem to belie her contention that 
she’s “‘a little bit lazy.” She was only averaging 
63 miles a week before she won the Boston 
Marathon. ‘When I ran here two years ago, I 
didn’t feel like I was in that great shape," she 
said of her 1981 glide to the finish line. 

Joan Benoit, a former Newton resident and 
Boston University track coach who has held a 
few records of her own, is “definitely the woman 
to beat,” according to Roe. “I would say she's to 
be the hot favorite. She’s run some fantastic 
times recently. She has to be really on top, so 
she’s the one I'll be looking for.”” 

While Roe is looking for Benoit, Newtonites 
will be looking for her throughout the nine-mile 
stretch in which the marathon winds from Lower 
Falls, down Commonwealth Avenue to the 
Boston line at Boston College. 

If the race goes as she hopes, she might find 
herself running in the company of some strong 
local boys who have been pegged as 
‘contenders’ by knowledgeable observers. 
Besides the renowned Bill Rogers, who has been 
described as Roe's “statistical double," 28-year- 
old Randy Thomas, from Upper Falls, and Greg 
Meyer, from Wellesley, promise to be in front of 
the pack. 

Vinny Fleming, Rob Clifford, Wally Collins, 
Mark Duggan and Kevin Coffey are among the 
other locals whose time spent pounding the 
pavements of the Garden City might pay off in 
international acclaim,

Feeley’s finest: tales of the Marathon’s main man

NEWTON There has been a 
hero of many past Boston 
Marathons who has yet to get any 
laurels - Lt, Charles Feeley of the 
Newton Police Department. 

Dozens of Newton police officers 
perform an olympic task controll- 
ing the crowds all along the nine 
miles of Newton streets that are 
such an integral part of the interna- 
tionally renowned race, but Feeley 
has some real “war stories'’ from 
past years. 

He drives the squad car that 
picks up the leaders in Lower Falls 
and stays some 30 yards in front of 
them until they get to the top of 


Heartbreak Hill, There, he gets out 
of the car to urge them on to the 
finish, telling them, ‘*The rest is all 
downhill.”’ 


Sounds like easy duty, but it is 
impossible to predict what will hap- 
pen when more than 7,000 runners 
are pressing themselves to the limit 
of human endurance. 


For instance, there was the year 
Feeley had to play ‘God Is My Co- 
pilot’ and talk a blind marathoner 
from Newton to the finish line in 
downtown Boston 

The blind runner's companion 
had to drop out of the race because 
of cramps, according to Feeley, 
and he took over, following him 
closely and directing him through 





the bullhorn on top of the police car. 
It was ‘‘now left,” “now right” and 
“now back to the crown of the 
road” all the way into town, he 
said, 

Feeley said he would tell the run- 
ner there was a turn coming up so 
many paces ahead. Then he would 
say, “Okay, now turn,” They work- 
ed together like a hand in a glove. 


When he got into town, Feeley 
said, he drove into the chute that 
starts before the finish line, so he 
asked a Boston policeman to pick 
up the ball and run with the man to 
the end, 

The cop, who was standing by the 
side of the road doing crowd con- 
trol, looked disbelieving at Feeley 


for a moment. Then he spotted an 
Auxiliary Police Captain in the car 
with him, Feeley said that, with his 
uniform on, the captain ‘looked 
like General MeArthur,”” 

“Now, step on it!" Feeley advis: 
ed, and the young cop ran off down 
the street with his sidearm flopping 
clumsily 

Feeley told of one marathon 
where the thermometer read 94 
He was leading the pack in 
, which did not have the 
usual Police Department markings 
on it, Also, he had his hat off in the 
neat and a white shirt on that might 
have made someone fail, at first 
glance, to notice that he was a 
policeman, 

He momentarily lost the leaders 








in the crowd and had to slow down 
until they caught up. 


Two State Police officers on 
motoreycles pulled up on either 
side of him and began to tell him, in 
something less than the dulcet 
tones for which the lieutenant is so 
well known, that he should get 
away from the runners 


“One said ‘left’ and the other said 
right,’” according to Feeley. Over 
the car's bullhorn, he responded to 
their directions. ‘Alright, officers, 
I'm willing to aceede to your 
wishes, but where should I go? 
Right? Or straight up in the 
he asked. 

The State Police finally recogniz- 
ed his authority and backed off, but 


they never apologized for their less:

NEWTON — As he demonstrates 
on himself how horror movies rig a 
simple blood and guts scene, Rod 
Altschul’s famous last words may 
be, “Don't try this at home.” 

Ignoring his own advice, and with 
corn syrup and red food dye now 
oozing convincingly from a fake 
wound on his arm, this Newton

The 10 members of South’s makeup crew were only allowed 40 minutes, 
and the stage crew was given five minutes to set up the stage props and 
five minutes to strike the set. In between, the actors had only 40 minutes to 
perform, 

If any one of these time requirements wa: 
automatically disqualified from the competition. 

As a result of the stiff festival rules, students got the feeling that ‘‘we’re 
all in this together” and worked as a close-knit team, said Richard Geffen. 
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“T think one of the best things about this show is the way the cast and the 
crew have been unified fur a change,” stressed Geffen, who designed the 
set and was a member of the stage crew 

One of the more unusual and intriguing aspects of the South production 
were the foam latex masks student Rod Altschul created for four actors 
who portrayed elderly characters. The realistic detail of these masks was 
representative of the overall hard work and professional attitude of 
students involved with the production. 

Working out of his home, Altschul spent hours upon hours making casts 
of the actors’ faces and designing and painting detail into the final foam 
latex mask for the elderly characters. 

Altschul studied both anatomy and pictures of elderly people in order to 

sculpt and paint the masks. 

chul built the masks to fit like a glove over each actors own 
features, the actors had complete freedom in their facial expressions. 
Honeyman described the effect of the masks on stage as “‘amazing”’ and 
“completely believeable.”” 

The most time-consuming and challenging foam latex mask Altschul 
designed was for Brad Reed, who portrayed a gruff (and bald) old man 
named Skelly. 

Skelly’s appearance was critical since the play explores the morality of 
townspeople who misjudge Skelly’s soul because of his scowling, frightful 
features. 

“We had to make his appearance scare the audience just as much as it 
scared the townspeople,” Altschul said.

Ceramic tile - practical, 
beautiful decorating idea 


tiles invite the imagination to run wild. Every 
home can be a unique showcase of fashion and 
the design can be as unique as the individual. 


Much of the reason tiles make an excellent 
decorating material is their durability and ver- 
satility.

Planning for a healthy lawn 


By Charlie Buckles 

The end of winter and the first spring thaw tell 
you it’s time to begin the care program that will 
make your lawna success this year. 

Thorough planning and proper and steady 
maintenance are . the keys to a healthy, green 
lawn,”’ explains agronomist Bernard P. Bross of 
Spectrum Home and Garden Products, a leading 
maker of insecticides and weed killers. 

Start by sing the damage winter has done 
to your yard, says Bross. Rid the lawn of all 
thatch and debris that can impair new growth. 
Aerate the soil to provide roots with more water 
and air. 

Fertilizer should be applied once in early s| 
ing and again in early summer, An extra appl 
tion of fertilizer may also be necessary in late 
spring in areas where heavy spring rains have 
washed nutrients away. 

Lawns with bare patches can be thickened and 
revived by early spring spot-seeding. Larger 
bare areas may require sodding which can be 
done anytime during the growing season, 

Bross also emphasizes the importance of early 
insect and weed control in any lawn care pro- 
gram. 
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Spring, when weeds are just beginning to 
emerge, is the optimum time to apply weed killer 
to prevent newly planted and already established 
growth from being choked and robbed of essen- 
tial water and nutrients. 


For successful weed control, Bross suggests 
early and repeated application of a multipurpose 
weed killer which contains a formula that is ef- 
fective against most types of spring and later- 
season weeds. A product that is effective against 
many different weeds is handy for most home 
owners who may not be able to identify specific 
weeds troubling their lawns. 

When applying weed killer, avoid spray drift to 
other nearby vegetation. Newly planted grass 


should be treated with weed killer only after 
seeds are well established 

Lawn insect infestation begins early in the 
season with pests like grubs, which move up to 
the root zone from winter burrows as weather 
warms. Grubs and over 50 other species of in- 
St can damage grass by feeding on roots and 
leaves and draining plant juices necessary for 
lawn survival 

Although many of these early invaders may 
still be in the larva stage or very small and not 
easily visible, they can cause irreversible lawn 
damage if left unchecked. 

According to Bross, early spring application of 
a multipurpose insecticide will help to get a good 
tart on controlling insect pests. Insecticide 
should always be applied uniformly. Use a fer- 
tilizer spreader to apply granular insecticide or a 
hose-end sprayer for liquid insecticide. 

Whenever using an insecticide or weed killer, 
cautions Bross, follow all label directions exactly 
and always handle with care. 

Grass generally should be mowed higher dur- 
ing extremely wet growing periods, when grass 
grown too tall may be shocked b: dden ex- 
treme cut, and also during extremely dry periods 
to prevent sun scorching. 

Water your lawn between sunset and sunrise, if 
possible, to minimize moisture loss from 
evaporation. 

To help you care for your lawn and garden in 
the spring and year-round, there is a free pam- 
phlet with illustrations and descriptions of 105 of 
the most common insects and guidelines for their 
control.

Liquids - should be blotted, not rubbed, with a 
clean cloth, Water-soluble liquids can be cleaned 
with carpet shampoo, oil spots with cleaning 
fluid. Test solution on one spot to check. 

Pastes - remove by gently scraping the spot 
from the edges inward. If necessary, follow with

You've saved all year long for

Experts claim that some people

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New upholstery

There used to be two kinds of liv- 
ing rooms, There were the ones 
where everything was upholstered 
in beautiful, delicate fabrics, then 
covered in plastic until company ar- 
rived. Then there were the real “‘liv- 
ing’ rooms, where the furniture 
wore like iron and looked like it, too. 
Today’s living room is lived in day 
in, day out by every member of the 
family. So it's essential that con- 
sumers know how to chose 
upholstery fabrics that combine 
that ‘just for company” look with 
long-term durability and ease of 
care. 

Thanks to advancements in man- 
made fiber technology, fabrics such 
as rayon, olefin, nylon, polyester, 
acrylic and acetate can have the 
look of fragile cottons, silks, wools 
and linens, but hold hidden ad- 
vantages. These include superior 
colorfastne excellent shape 
retention, ‘r ance to abrasion, 
shrinking, moths and mildew and 
ease of care. 

Since today’s man-made fibers 
can be engineered to create virtual- 
ly any texture, it’s important to 
know what to look for when shopp- 
ing for upholstery fabric. The ex- 
perts at the er Information 
Center (a service of the Man-Made 
Fiber Producers Association) offer 
these tips: 

Check the fiber content label on 
the back of fabric swatches when 
selecting upholstery from the book 
of samples at a store. A velvet, for 
example, may be offered in olefin, 
cotton and silk, and all three may 
look identical, But the olefin can be 
sponged clean and is extremely 
durable, despite its soft texture 
Cotton or silk would tend to be more 
delicate and require professional 
cleaning. Many upholstery fabrics 
are blends of man-made and 
natural fibers alone, and are often 
chosen for their interesting mix of 
textures,

Velvets 
of man-made fibers such as olefin, 
acrylic and rayon resist matting 
and are available in textures from 
short, suedelike pile to more formal 
“crushed velvet” or sculptured pat- 
terns. 


HANDWOVEN LOOKS - tweeds, 
slubbed fabrics, multi-toned plaids 
and stripes - add softness to the 
geometry cf modern interiors. 
These fabrics are notable for their 
thick-and-thin yarns or nubby 
areas, For longest wear, such 
fabrics should be closely woven to 
avoid pulling at stress points such 
as cushion seams. Strong fibers 
such as polyester and olefin are 
good choic in handwoven-type 
fabrics, for surface softness com- 
bined with strength. 


PRINTS, such as 
wallpaper stripes and 
layouts, are popular bec of the 
trend toward decorating with mat- 
ched drapery and _ upholstery 
fabrics. These fabrics are actually 
the least sturdy for frequently used 
upholstered pieces, however. For 
this reason, it’s more practical to 
choose an upholstery fabric of 
another type, and coordinate it with 
related prints for throw pillows, 
draperies and wallcoverings. 

The last word in upholstery fabric 
is price. When buying a piece of 
upholstered furniture, the con- 
sumer is usually given several 
books of fabric samples that are 
more or less suitable for the par- 
ticular piece. These samples are 
grouped into price classifications, 
so that the same basic sofa ranges 
from $1,000 to $2,000 depending on 
the fabric selected.

Activist urges 
unified struggle

CHESTNUT HILL — With a voice tempered by 
the turmoil of the 1960’s, Black activist and one- 
time fugitive Angela Davis urged a crowd at 
Boston College Friday night to ‘‘unify in a com- 
mon struggle” against oppression. 

Davis, 39, a former UCLA professor made 
famous during a spectacular murder trial in the 
early 1970’s, recounted her experiences with 
political organizing and her troubles with the law 
before a crowd of some 500 people in BC's 
Roberts Center. 

“The struggles of racially oppressed people 
had reached a peak” when she was hired to teach 
a course at UCLA in 1969, she said, “When I think 
back on that period — what happened then — 
that level of violence can happen today.” 

Davis had joined the American Communist 
Party prior to her teaching appointment. She 
told the crowd at the lecture, sponsored by the 
BC Intercultural Awareness Forum and 
Women’s Theological Center of Boston, that she 
purchased a gun after receiving threats on her 
life.

Kennel sues city, police

CAMBRIDGE — An animal control agency 
operating in Newton and greater Boston has filed 
suit against the city of Newton and its police 
department, alleging the department's animal 
control officers are harassing the company in an 
effort to force it out of town, 

The suit was filed by Michael DeLuca, director 
of Metropolitan Assistance Aids, 7 Cottage 
Place, Newton, 

It charges the Newton Police Department, in- 
cluding three animal control officers, with 
slander, harrassment, interference with con- 
tractua! relations, intentional infliction of emo- 
tional distress and deprivation of property 
without due process of law. The city of Newton 
and Police Chief William Quinn were also named 
as defendants, 

Responding to the complaint, Chief Quinn 
denied that he or other police officers told 
DeLuca at an April 5 meeting that 'M.A.A. 
should not be running a business or charging 
fees” in a residential area. 

According to the chief, a possible zoning viola- 
tion regarding DeLuca’s kennel is being checked 
into but “‘he (DeLuca) was accused of absolutely 
nothing.” 

Quinn also said complaints by Newton 
residents concerning alleged excessive barking, 
the selling of dogs and housing Medford dogs at 
the kennel are being investigated by Animal Con- 


trol Officers John Geary, Roy McLaughlin and 
Charles Rivers. Those officers have also been 
named as defendants in DeLuca’s suit, 

Newton Mayor Theodore Mann had no com- 
ment on the case last Friday, citing ‘pending 
litigation” as his reason, City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk said DeLuca was recently granted his 1983 
kennel license, but added he was not familiar 
with DeLuca’s allegations, 

DeLuca stated in the suit M.A.A. is a “non- 
profit” and a ‘‘humane’’ agency which has pro- 
vided emergency and other animal control ser- 
vices to federal, state and local authorities since 
1965, Its corporate office is in Medford 

DeLuca alleges Officer Rivers and other 
Newton Police stopped him without legitimate 
reason several times in 1981 while he was driving 
a company vehicle. DeLuca said they stopped his 
vehicle ‘‘to inquire about M.A.A, operations and 
asked him ‘where he was going.’"' DeLuca stated 
this form of “harrassment’’ occurred numerous 
times but that he had never been cited for any 
violations 

Also in the suit, DeLuca said that, to his 
knowledge, ‘“‘no complaint has ever been 
established against M.A.A."" He claims, 
however, Officer Rivers had on several ocvca- 
sions ‘alluded’ to complaints but refused to 
disclose the nature of the complaints or the 
names of the complainants. 

DeLuca charges that Rivers alleged conduct

Champ Nyad

CHESTNUT HILL Intensely driven, 
Diana Nyad was not your average 10-year- 
old, She dashed out of her house at 4:30 a.m. 
each day, swam and worked out for several 
hours. And she never ate dinner at home with | 
her family. 

After three years of this ‘compulsive’ 
routine," Nyad’s father finally said to his 
daughter, ‘You are unstoppable. Here are the 
keys to the house. Good luck!" 

Nyad, who spoke Saturday during the in- 
auguration of the new Pine Manor College 
gymnasium, said her dream was to be the 
best swimmer in the world. In 1979 the dream 

1e true when she set a world record for 
men and women by swimming 89 miles from 
Bimini in the Bahamas to Jupiter, Florida. 

The dream fulfilled, Nyad, 33, is now a full- 
time commentator for ABC Sports and author 
of a physical fitness book for women. Her 
road to success was marked by some comical 
and tragic experiences before culminating 
with her grueling Caribbean swim. 

Nyad was 16 and preparing for the 1968 
Olympics when doctors discovered she had 
endocarditis, a viral attack on the heart. 
Nyad was ill for more than a year and her 
chances to compete in the 1968 Olympics were 
eliminated. Nyad said she felt ‘tremendous 
embitterment."’

“IT know some people say we look alike," Davis 
added, ‘‘But we don’t look thatmuch alike.” 

The perception of increased police harassment 
of Blacks and women around the country in the 
early 1970's, Davis said, tended to make each op- 
pressed group feel it was being singled out by 
law enforcement officials. 

“But it was the movement itself that was 
under attack.”’ she said. ‘I thought I had been

hired (to teach at UCLA) because of my being a 
member of the Communist Party and my 


background in Marxism. But I was fired before I 
even gave my first lecture.” 


It was at that point, she said, when she began 
urging a unified struggle by various minorities in 
this country 


“Those who are our oppressors will pit us 
against each other in whatever way they can,” 
Davis said. ‘I realized I had to do far more than 
just defend my right to teach. I knew I was under 
attack because I was a Black, I was a woman, 
and I was a Communist.” 


Davis urged those at the lecture to remain at- 
tuned to minority causes and those of people she 
saw as political prisoners in the US. 

“The

ears go by and sometimes those of us 
had an opportunity to participate in a 
particular moment in history sometimes forget 
those who come after,’’ Davis said. ‘We have 
won a lot of victories. There are some victories 
that remain to be won. 

“It is important for you to understand there is 
a continuity that links you with that history.”’

He rode up next to her 
in the boat and went into a 15-minute ‘Academy 
Award performance” hitting the imaginary 
gulls with an ore and screaming obscenities until 
Nyad was sure the birds were gone. 

Nyad continued swimming. Every hour she 
was given 1,200 calories of glucose but had still 
lost 29 pounds when she finished the swim. 





Unfortunately, Nyad was swimming against 
impossible odds - easterly winds blowing at 30 
knots, which were forcing Nyad and the boat 
crews west toward Mexico. 

“T said, ‘Okay, let's go for Mexico.’ ‘That’s 
1800 miles away,’ they screamed!” 

Working for the “thrill of victory and the 
agony of defeat’ has at times been nearly as life- 
threatening as the swim which brought her 
fame. 

Nyad's first assignment for ABC was covering 
a major men’s surfing competition in Hawaii. A 
producer asked her to swim out on a surf board 
and interview the competitors. Nyad, dressed in 
“a girlie-type bathing suit,” started ‘paddling 
out there with a vengeance.” 

Nyad was asking surfers to describe how it 
feels to see powerful waves approaching. Within 
minutes Nyad realized she was going to find out 
first hand. 

“T look up and it’s the Empire State Building 
made out of water,”’ Nyad said, The wave came 
crashing down and swept off Nyad’s bathing suit. 

“To tell you the truth I didn’t care. This was 
life and death.”” 

Cameras everywhere, Nyad swam to the 
beach, lay face down on the sand and buried her 
head in her arms until someone came over and 
covered her with a towel. 

Occasionally someone will hold open an 
elevator door for Nyad and say, “I so enjoyed 
your work in Hawaii.””

TON — School officials have ordered all 
art supplies off Newton school shelves, 
following review of a state public interest 
group's report on hazardous art splies, 

John Harper, director of fine arts for the 
schools, directed principals to discontinue use of 
art supplies named in the 21-school study by the 
Massachusetts Public Interest Research Group 
(MASSPIRG). 

In its study of school districts, including 
Newton, MASSPIRG found that schools were 
stocking art supplies which not only contained 











toxic compounds, such as lead, but also 
suspected cancer-causing agents. 
The MASSPIRG study, ‘‘Poison Palettes,” 


also criticized manufacturers of art supplies for 
“inadequate labeling.’’ Newton school officials, 
for instance, were dismayed to learn that despite 
efforts for several ye to order only art sup- 
plies labeled “‘non-toxic,”’ they still had products 
which contained toxic substances. 

“Because of weak laws and confusing defini- 
tions, a manufacturer actually could advertise 
that an asbestos product is ‘non-toxic,’’ ac 








cording to Alfie Kohn, the author of the 
MASSPIRG study. 
Current labeling laws, Kohn says, allow 


manufacturers to label art supplies ‘non-toxic’ if 
they contain no ‘“‘acute (or immediate) hazard.”” 

Harper says art supplies being ordered for the 
coming school year will be in total compliance 
with the recommendations of the MASSPIRG 
report. 

But, Harper stresses, ‘‘We are concerned that 
in the future companies producing art supplies 
should clearly label containers with the content 
of the materials.”’ 

“T think I’m as concerned for the teachers as I 
am for the kids,’’ he said. ‘‘We are looking for 
substitutes that will accomplish the same effect, 
but can be used without any danger.” 

Compared to other schools in the MASSPIRG 
survey, Newton was found to have fewer toxic 
products and none of them were in MASSPIRG's 
azardous category. Art supplies in the 
most hazardous, or Class I, category, products 
sbestos gloves found in the Somerville 
, are considered “clear hazards to all 
students... and should never be ordered for use in 
a school.”’ 

The three toxic products which MASSPIRG 
found in the Newton schools were all in the Class 
II category of products which ‘are potentially 
hazardous for younger children and should not 
be used in elementary schools.” 

The three products are rubber cement, duco 
cement and the vermillion color Of an acrylic 
paint made by Chromacryl, according to 
MASSPIRG’s report. The report says the ver- 
million paint contains cadmium, a ‘suspected 
carcinogen. 

Rubber and duco cements contain solvents 
which have been ‘found to cause permanent 
damage to the central nervous system,” the 
report states.

Critical of ‘simple’ view 
of complex medical issue 


To the editor; 

We are writing to take issue with the letter 
from Rosemary Larking which appeared several 
weeks ago. 

Ms, Larking expressed her upset at those who 
would allow families a choice about the use of 
vigorous medical intervention to prolong life. 
She believes that her life might have been in 
jeopardy as an infant because she had an injured 
spinal cord. 

Although describing a moving personal ‘ac- 
count, Ms. Larking takes a simple, black and 
white approach to complex human dilemmas, 
and in the process unfairly casts aspersion upon 
Representative Susan Schur. 

Rep. Schur has supported parents’ rights to be 
involved in vital decisions about their own 
children. 

The handicaps with which children enter the 
world run the gamut from trivial physical pro- 
blems, through problems requiring special adap- 
tations (as in the case of Ms. Larking), to pro- 
found mental handicaps for which medical 
science can offer little. 

Some syndromes, such as complete lack of a 
brain (anencephaly) leave children in a 
vegetative state indefinitely. 

The spectrum of medical intervention current- 
ly available is equally broad: from routine care 
and feeding to ‘heroic’ technological pro- 
cedures that can prolong life but also prolong 
pain and suffeirng, robbing a child of his soul and 
parents of their dignity. 

Unfortunately, the ability of medical science to 
predict accurately the future of high-risk infants 

is sorely limited.

Enrichment speaker 


Holocaust often 
a difficult topic 
for discussion

OAK HILL — Edie Wieder’s ex- 
perience as the daughter of two 
Holocaust survivors is also a story 
about a mother and daughter over- 
coming years of silence on a painful 
subject. 

Wieder, 31, of Brookline, said her 
family never discussed the years 
her parents spent in a Nazi concen- 
tration camp during World War II. 

“T didn’t walk around thinking of 
myself as the daughter of a 
Holocaust survivor. It was a taboo 
subject in my house. My parents 
chose not to talk about it,’’ said 
Wieder, director of the Jewish 
Young Adult Center in Brookline. 

Wieder spoke at South High 
School last week during the school’s 
Enrichment Program Holocaust 
Memorial Week 
x years ago Wieder joined ‘“‘One 
ation After,’’ a 600-member 
organization for children of 
Holucaust survivors. Group 
members interview their parents 
about Holocaust experiences and 
tape record the talks. Portions of 
Wieder’s interview with her 63- 
year-old mother were played for 
South students. 

Wieder learned at an early age 
not to discuss her parents’ ex- 
periences during the Holocaust. 
Her family’s silence was due partly 
to her mother's early experiences 
as an immigrant in the United 
States. Others never wanted to 
discuss her mother’s experiences 
and some refused to believe her, 
Wieder said. 

Wieder’s parents, both Polish 
Jews, were sent to Auschwitz days 
after they were married in May of 
1939, They were then sent to 
separate concentration camps and 
both miraculously survived the 
camps. For a year after the war 
ended, her father searched for her 
mother and finally found her in a 
displaced persons’ camp. 

“Tt’s a miracle that they both sur- 
vived. I consider my life a 
miracle,”’ she said. 

The only time the Holocaust was 
mentioned in her family was when 
Wieder was a young girl and refus- 
ed to eat her potatoes. Her mother

responded by saying that she 
“would have died for a potato" 
while in the Nazi camp 

Wieder added that her father 
“didn’t think it was safe" to raise 
his daughter to be ‘‘too Jewish.” 
They never celebrated religious 
holidays or belonged to a 
synagogue. Though Wieder’s father 
advised her to marry a Jew 

Wieder’s father died and her 
mother remarried another 
Holocaust survivor. 

Wieder was in her 20’s and going 
through an unhappy period in her 
life when she joined the Boston- 
based One Generation After. 

Wieder recalled that the subject 
‘scared me so much that for a year 
I'd throw the newsletter away. I did 
a lot of crying. It was very, very 
painful.”’ 

Wieder finally packed a tape 
recorder and returned to her 
parents’ New Jersey home, longing 
to know how her mother survived 
the years inside the concentration 
camps. In a portion of the three- 
hour tape played for South 
students, Wieder’s mother says 
“Juck’”’ and perhaps ‘‘physical 
strength” helped her to survive the 
Bergen-Belsen camp. “I think I 
wanted to live,’’ her mother says. 

Wieder was afraid her mother 
would have nightmares after spen- 
ding the night recalling her concen- 
tration camp experiences. 

“She has always had nightmares. 





She’ll probably always have 
them,”’ Wieder said. 
Surprisingly, Wieder’s mother 


had rested peacefully that night 
and had the ‘‘biggest smile on her 
face’’ the next morning. 

“It was sort of like giving each 
other a mutual gift. She had never 
talked about it,’’ Wieder said. 

Wieder's mother is still reluctant 
to talk about her experiences. 

“The memories are so painful 
that she prefers not to go that 
deep,” said Wieder, adding that her 
mother did not want to go to 
Washington, D.C., last week for the 
reunion of Holocaust survivors. 

Wieder said she had worried that 
her mother ‘‘might go crazy”’ after 
recalling the painful memories. 

“But one thing I learned is that 
they’re not going to go crazy ... 
after surviving all that.”’

5 -old neighbor run past on his way to the 
finish line. 

Others described the event as a carnival or 
talked about their own dreams of running. 

“The one dream I had was to run the 
Marathon, but I just don’t have enough stamina 
to even think about it,’’ said Elizabeth Johnston 
of Medfield. 

Keeping pace with the crowd was T-shirt 
hawker John McConville. The street vendor kept 
one eye counting a quick $6 sale and the other eye 
scanning the street for his favorite runner, Bill 
Rodgers. 

Joining her friends from Boston College at a 
cookout and beer party was freshman Michele 
McCallion. 

“T’'ve heard so much about it (the race), but I 
couldn’t believe how much fun it was until it all 
happened,” she said. 

A crowd control force consisting of Newton 
Police, National Guard, Metropolitan Police, 
Boston College campus police, Newton Auxillary 
Police and 200 Boston College students cleared 
the avenue of over-zealous spectators. In sec- 
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tions the crowd was three to five people deep. 

“It's been difficult keeping people behind the 
rope (used for crowd control), but it’s enjoyable 
since everyone is in such a good mood,” said Na- 
tional Guard Sargeant Frank Costa. 

By 1:30 p.m. — an hour and a half after the 
start of the race there were reports the 
marathoners were near Heartbreak Hill and peo- 
ple jockeyed for the best view. 

First came the almost locomotive action of the 
wheelchair entrants. They rolled through, puff- 
ing out deep breaths to energize massive arms 
spinning their wheels toward the finish line. 
Californian Jim Knaub crossed the finish line at 
the Prudential first in the wheelchair event. 

“Those wheelchair racers did a great job,” 
said 12-year-old Northampton resident Brad 
Normandan. 

When most of the wheelchair racers past, the 
crowd waited for the almosi dizzying spectacle 
of hundreds and later a few thousand 
marathoners push their way up the hill. 

First up the hill at approximately 1 
and sporting a solid lead, was the eventual win- 
ner, Greg Meyer of Wellesley.

Ron Tabb of Oregon and fourth came the man 
many were waiting to see, Bill Rodgers. 

“He sure was sweating and gasping a lot,’ 
said one rather worried woman after Rodgers 
made it past Heartbreak. 

Tenth-place finisher Rodgers stil 
most loyalty from his die d fans. 

“T hope Rodgers wins,” said West Newton resi- 
dent Lawrence Sproul watching the race at 
Heartbreak Hill. ‘‘He still has a good chance.”” 

Runners came pouring over the hill and the 
crowd applauded nearly everyone of them, urg- 
ing them to the finish line, still some five miles 
from the tape. Some runners showed no signs of 
exhaustion and looked like they were out for a 
jog. 

Watertown resident and winner of the women’s 
division of the Marathon Joan Benoit got a huge 
cheer from the crowd. 

Other loyal fans of the race included a couple 
from Chicago. They walked from their hotel 
room in Cambridge to Heartbreak Hill to ap- 
plaud the runners. 

“T love every minute of it,”’ said Frank Galvin 
from Chicago, who came with his wife Jean just 
to see the race.

| Group pushes restaurant restrictions

NEWTON Highlands residents last week 
persuaded the aldermanic Land Use Committee 
to require a local restaurateur to address their 
complain bout noise, excessive drinking and 
litter caused by his operation on Lincoln Street 

At a hearing on re-establishment of a special 
permit, neighbors of the Cantin Abruzzi swayed 
the committee to condition its endorsement of 
the permit on the owner’s eliminating what some 
residents consider the sources of irritation 

The committee’s recommendations now go to 
the full Board of Aldermen 

Mario Bocabello, owner of the restaurant, 
agreed to apply ‘‘a standard of care” to his 
customers, to ‘keep a watchful eye” on their 
alcohol intake and make sure they do not over- 
indulge 








Bocabello also agreed to stop subsidizing the 
activities of some sidewalk musicians who set up 
regularly in front of his restaurant to entertain 
the lunch crowd. He said he fed the musicians, 
but he did not pay them, and he described the 
music they made as ‘‘soft jazz."’ 

Committee member Dominic Taglienti 
the place ‘sounds like Paragon Park." 

Acting chairman of the committee Cynthia 
Creem told Bocabello he could attract customers 
without music, that the restaurant was quite 
crowded already 

“You don’t need it to attract attention,” she 
said.

NEWTON The Newton North 
baseball team opened the season 
with a pair of losses to Walpole.

John Rogers, president of Save 
Our Homes II, a taxpayers’ group 
spawned by the citywide revalua 
tion, backed Coletti to the point of 
recommending a cut in the 
assessors’ budget for FY1984 
Citing their “failure to be respon 
sive to the requests of the Board of 
Aldermen,’’ Rogers said the 
assessors’ budget request should be 
cut by $100,000. 

That amount, he added, should be 
put into the budget reserve account 
and parceled out on the basis of the 
department's performance 

According to Chief Budget Of 
ficer David Wilkinson, funds for 
maintaining the temporary staff in 
the Assessing Department would 
have to come from the city’s 
surplus, even though Comptroller 
Larry Marino just asked for a 
moratorium on such appropria- 
tions. 

Marino told the aldermanic 
Finance Committee last week that, 
because of the extraordinary 
amount of overdue taxes outstan- 
ding, the city’s free cash might be a 
negative number at the end of this 
fiscal year 

He added that a lack of free cash 
at that time might mean a shortfall 
in the next year’s budget and, 
possibly, the loss of the city’s 
treasured AAA bond rating 

Wilkinson said he had spoken 
with Marino and gathered that the 
appropriation requested by the

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Aiming at roots of teen drinking

NEWTON The worst fears of some 60 
parents were confirmed Wednesday night at a 
program on teenage alcoholism, and so were 
some of their hopes 

The program, presented by the Newton Youth 
Commission and the PTA, graphically depicted 
the seriousness and scope of the growing pro- 
blem, and it proposed a solution: Talk. Do not 
just punish the kids for drinking. Do not ignore it 
or diminish the problem. Talk. Communicate. 

According to testimony during the program at 
F. A. Day Jr. High, it is easy for teens to obtain 
alcohol if and when they want it. They can get an 
older brother or friend to buy it for them, and 
there are stores in the area well known for 
tolerating shaky proof of age, students from 
Newton North High School told the gathering of 
parents 

It is true that serious drinking starts to show 
up at parties for kids in the ninth and tenth 
grades. Some of the parties take place while 
parents are out of the house. Some parents 
tolerate teenage drinking because they think, 
drinking is not the worst thing the kids could be 
doing 

Teens also cited peer group pressure to drink 
and said it is almost always ‘a bad scene’’ when 
kids tell their parents they have an alcohol 
related problem. 

But a play, written and performed by six 
Newton North students, and a panel discussion, 
which included comments by local experts who 
have dealt directly with the problem of teenage 
alcoholism, encouraged parents not to dispair. 

The play, called ‘ State Lottery,'’ was 
performed by Discovery Theater, a gr ‘oup of high 
school students who attempt to dramatize pro- 
blems facing their age group. Actors in the pro- 
duction included Alice Nichols, Andrea Slawson, 
Tricia Foster, Carl Genes, Kevin Douville and 
theater directors Dianne Carp and Bethany 
Clay. 

The title was chosen, according to Carp, 
because teenage drinking “‘is like buying a lot- 
tery ticket. Everyone has a chance to get 
caught.”” 

The play’s message was clear: not facing up to 
teenage drinking only can make it worse. 

Nichols’ character has a drinking problem at 
the beginning of the play that blossoms into a 
host of other problems before the end. She has 
been drinking, and her younger sister, played by 
Foster, has caught her. 

Trying to persuade Foster not to tell their 
parents, Nichols says, ‘‘When you broke Mom's 
vase, didI tell on you?”’ 

“No,” Foster replies. 
Mom's v. 

Nichols’ problem grows, feeding on a lack of 
real attention from her parents. ‘‘Your eyes are 
red. Have you been swimming?” her mother 
asks. 

“Yeah, the whole gym class went swimming, 
Nichols responds, and her mother falls for it. 
Later, in response to another question about her 
red eyes, Nichols whines that she is tired. ‘Yeah. 
I work and I get tired,” she says. 

She convinces her reluctant friends, Slawson 
and Clay, to go with her to a party they know is 
going to include a lot of heavy drinking. She gets 
stopped for drunk driving on the way home, but 
the cop recognizes her as an old friend and lets 
her off the hook. 

Later, Slawson talks a liquor store clerk into 
selling her a bottle of wine, flashing her money in 
front of him and telling him she has lost her 
Boston College identification. 

After a bout of drinking and trading drinking

stories with Slawson and Clay, Nichols finds 
herself, once again, drunk and faced with a long 
drive home. 

She finally calls home for a ride, but her 
younger sister convinces her she will be ground- x 
ed until she is 35 if her parents discover her con- * 
dition. The ride home is a disaster, and the * 
silence about Nichols’ problem finally bears bit- 
ter fruit. Her parents get a call from the police 
Their daughter is in jail for drunk driving. 

In the final tableau, Nichols sits shivering and 
miserable in a jail cell on the right side of the 
stage. Her little sister, Foster, sits at home, on 
the left of the stage, contemplating a bottle of 
whiskey and wondering how she is going to deal 
with the question her sister could not answer. 

Paul Golden, Youth Officer for the Police 
Department, told the crowd, in a panel discus- 
sion that followed the play, that there are no pat 
answers to the question Nichols had to confront. 
‘Whether it’s hereditary, or you learn it or you 
get it off a toilet seat, the answers just aren't 
there yet,’’ he said. 

Like the other panel members, he emphasized 
that communication was the only means to solv- 
ing the problems of teenage alcohol abuse. 
Parents and teenagers all must confront the pro- 
blem and hash it out together, he said. 

“The people who are here tonight are probably 
not even the ones we should be getting to,” he ad- 
ded, referring to the number of parents who 
would rather ignore the problem. 

Susan Downy, president of the Massachusetts 
Association of Alcohol Abuse Prevention 
Centers, told the crowd that her experience in- 
dicated that educational programs which work 
with the family as a unit were the most suc- 
cessful approach to the problem. She stressed 
that ‘ ‘prevention is a community issue, ”’ not just 
a school issue, 

Jenney King, a counsellor at Day Jr. High, 
said families in crisis, families with too many 
rules and those with too few rules were most 
liable to be hit by the problem of teenage 
alcoholism. 

John Longo, a counsellor at the Multi-Service 
Center, encouraged parents to “‘set limits’ for 
their children and avoid thinking punishments 
like ‘‘grounding”’ were any sort of a solution.

Backlog binds 
refunds due 
on abatements 


NEWTON — A mammoth backlog of billings 
prevents the city’s Treasury Department from 
figuring out — and paying — interest owed on 
property tax abatements which have been 
granted. 

While abatements have gone out on time, new 
billings for excise and property taxes, along with 
a host of other duties, have taken priority over 
figuring out the interest payments, according to 
City Treasurer Theodore Scafidi. 

“T thought it was primarily important to get all 
the abatement money back,” Scafidi said. ‘‘And 
I think we’ve done a good job at that.” 

Asked when property owners might hope to 
receive the 8-percent interest on abatements, 
Scafidi could say only, ‘‘When we have time, 
we'll get it out.”” 

The treasurer has been telling the Board of 
Aldermen, during recent hearings on the city’s 
FY1984 budget request, that his department is 
overworked as a result of staffing cutbacks. 

While his work load has increased over the last 
several years, Scafidi said, his staff has been cut 
back by one full-time and two part-time clerks. 

‘We're overwhelmed” by the work load he told 
the aldermen. 

When an abatement is granted, the city pays 8 
percent interest on the abated amount from the 
date the taxes were paid. If taxes are withheld 
pending appeal and a finding is made against the 
taxpayer, he must pay 14-percent interest on the 
amount owed to the city,

Newton Traffic Engineer David 
Tannozzini estimates the bridge 
carried over 5,000 cars a day. When 
the bridge closed, most cars were 
shifted to residential streets in 
Chestnut Hill, he said. 

Newton is now formulating a 
legal plan of attack to get the 
bridge reopened, but City Solictor 
Daniel Funk would not reveal the 
city strategy 

Mayor Theodore Mann said he is 
giving the reopening of the bridge a 
high priority. 

The DPW officials said they want 
to reopen the bridge, but lack 


jurisdiction to the roadway before 
or after the bridge. 

“We are anxious to get the bridge 
reopened, but the road is still clos- 
ed,” said DPW spokesman Pizzano 


Pizzano said the span’s location 
is perhaps one of the most unique in 
the state. 

Situated above MBTA tracks, the 
DPW bridge borders on three 
municipalities, Boston, Brookline 
and Newton.

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Showing interest 
in city’s taxpayers 


It’s a matter of interest in more ways 
than one. That’s how we see the failure of 
the the City of Newton to pay interest in a 
timely fashion on property tax 
abatements. 

Taxpayers granted abatements are ow- 
ed 8 percent interest on the extra revenue 
which the city collected from them. The in- 
terest is figured on the amount abated 
from the date the taxes were paid. 

The city’s Treasury Department blames 
overwork for the delay in paying the in- 
terest owed. The department notes that 
checks for the abatements themselves 
have gone out in time. 

Sending out the abatements, along with 
new billings for excise and property taxes 
have taken priority over the interest 
payments, the treasurer explains. 

One has to wonder what the city collec- 
tor’s response would be if a taxpayer 
answered that he or she was too busy to 
pay his taxes, or even more the point, in- 
terest owed on taxes withheld pending ap- 
peal of an assessment. 

It’s bad enough that apparently under 
state law, the unsuccessful taxpayer seek- 
ing an abatement must pay 14 percent in- 
terest on any taxes withheld, while the city 
need only pay back 8 percent. Hardly 
seems fair, but that is out of hands of local 
officials. 

As for the Treasurer’s Department be- 
ing too busy, the rash of abatements 
follows a controversial citywide revalua- 
tion which some believe could have been 
done more accurately and fairly in the 
first place. 

This latest revenue collection snafu 
comes on the heels of revelations that the 
city Water/Sewer Department has over- 
charged almost 10,000 users. 

Small wonder so many become fed up 
with government. 


Gunning for controls 


After watching the governor’s pro- 
clamation of ‘Stop Handgun Violence 
Week”’ we see a considerable amount of 
promotions by various groups. Don’t hold 
your breath until someone achieves 
something effective in the way of handgun 
control. 

You will join all the individuals who have 
expired because of its lack. 

Sponsors of the week, seeking to arouse 
public interest in pending legislation, offer 
striking statistics. 

Seventy persons a week will be robbed at 
gunpoint in Massachusetts, 23 will be 
assaulted with handguns and one will die. 

Hundreds of thousands of Americans are 
violently maimed by the weapons annual- 
ly. The medical cost, estimated at $10 
billion, is staggering. 

Yet it is the formidable nature of the Na- 
tional Rifle Association and its lobbyists 
which have stalled adequate gun control 
laws. 

What baffles us is why the sportsmen in 
the NRA aren’t out front backing better 
laws to both preserve their legitimate con- 
cerns and to restrict illegal traffic in the 
guns. Only if this happens, apparently, can 
regulatory moves get anywhere. Our plea 
is to the NRA to help stop the killing and 
maiming.

Renewing liberty

Can you just envision General George 
Washington riding on his white stallion, sur- 
rounded by his dragoons, hussars, cavalry, with 
an aide carrying the commande! hief’s ban- 
ner, a blue flag covered with a field of white 
stars, followed by his generals: Knox, Von 
Steuben, Lafayette, Heath, Greene, Gates, Mon- 
tgomery and his headquarters staff, followed by 
more than 5,000 troops of the Continental Army? 

That’s exactly what it looked like last week at 
Newburgh-New Windsor, N.Y. as troops poured 
out of an authentic 18th century encampment, on 
the exact site of the original ‘last camp”’ of the 
American Revolution, as the Continental Army 
paraded the three miles from the camp to 
Washington’s Headquarters to celebrate the Ar- 
mistice and the end of the American Revolution. 

It was a thrilling experience as 150,000 people 
lined the parade route, cheering all the way. 

And thousands more lined the banks of the 
Hudson River for the Feu de Jois (Firing of Joy) 
as the “army” fired a continuous musket and 
cannon barrage from every promontory from 
New Jersey to Albany, and fireworks were shot 
from every hilltop along the way. 

The music of fifes and drums echoed along the 
river along with the line of blasts and the acrid 
odor of black powder mixed well with the toot of 
whistles from boats and factories along the 
route. 

Never again in our lifetimes will we be 
privileged to witness such a sight and event. 

We go to Paris for the September 3 reenact- 
ment of the signing of the Treaty of Paris which 
ended the American Revolution and saw 
England recognizing the independence of thi: 
new nation, and return to New York City Nov. 25, 
the 200th anniversary of the reoccupation of New 
York City by Washington and his army, and 
Washington's farewell to his officers at Fraunces 
Tavern, 

Grand Marshal of the historic parade in 
Newburgh was Hamilton Fish, now 93 years old, 
a former congressman in the administration of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, who rode in a horse- 
drawn carriage. 

The West Point cadets, ‘The Long Gray Line’’,

were his honor guard, and The Old Guard, form- 
ed by President John F. Kennedy in 1963, 
resplendent in their scarlet and white colonial 
uniforms, playing their fifes, drums and bugles, 
provided the music, along with the Concord 
Minute Men and their fifes and drums. 

There were colonial units participating from 
virtually every old colonial town and village in 
Massachusetts and the rest of New England and 
the Atlantic coast states of the original 13 col- 
onies, and from as far away as Ohio, Wisconsin 
and Michigan, to celebrate the final victory. 

This was a far cry from the taverns of Roslin- 
dale and West Roxbury where Washington and 
his officers once watered on their way to and 
from Cambridge, but it was the support from 
local militia units that made the 1783 victory 
possible, and who helped make the 200th anniver- 
sary a success. 

The revolutionary spirit that was kindled in the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony over 200 years ago 
still flourishes in the hearts and souls of many 
modern Americans as we still seek to implant 
the ideals of freedom and democracy in the 
minds and actions of today’s citizens. 

As they opposed taxation without representa- 
tion, we fervently fight overburdening taxation 
brought about by our modern representatives. 

We fight corruption and poor administration. 
We fight excesses in political life. We strive for 
decent leadership. 

We hope for enlightened tolerance and 
understanding among Americans of diverse 
racial and religious and ethnic and geographical 
and national backgrounds so that decent 
Americans of all backgrounds can work together 
to build that better life which George 
Washington’s victory purchased. 

We remember the suffering of his troops dur- 
ing those bitter winters of 1775-1783, and honor 
the memory of those men and women who kept 
the spirit of liberty flickering during the darker 
days of the struggle, and remember that each 
generation has to suffer its share to guarantee 
that the freedoms won by those who fought in the 
Revolution, and other American wars, will be 
nurtured and maintained.

An inside look 


Participation 
key element 
in our local 

government

One of the most disturbing things about 
Newton politics over the past few years is the 
striking decline in the number of people running 
for local office. 

In 1977 a total of 68 candidates ran for alder 
man and school committee. Four 5 
total of but 48 candidates ran for the 
manic and school committee positions. 

Of th candidates, 26 were incumbent 
and jus were non-incumbents. In 1977 there 
were contests in six of the eight ward alderman 
races, in six of the eight alderman at large races 
and in every one of the eight school committee 
races. 

In 1981 only half of the eight ward alderman 
races were contested, only five of the eight alder 
man at large races were contested and only (we 
of the eight school committee races were con- 
tested.

It would be reassuring to believe that the 
reason for this was general approval of the per- 
formances of our aldermen and school commit- 
tee members. But three of the uncontested races 
in 1981 did not even involve an incumbent! 

Certainly the lack of opposition there did not 
indicate public approval of the performance of 
the incumbent office holder. I suspect that the 
same is true of a number of the other un- 
contested races. 

Perhaps 1981 - the year of the first local elec- 
tions held after enactment of Proposition 22 - 
was an aberration and 1983 will see a revival of 
interest in running for local office in Newton. 
Maybe. But to date I see little evidence of it. I 
know of at least two incumbent aldermen - Ethel 
Sheehan in Ward 6 and Lisle Baker in Ward 7 - 
who have said they will not seek re-election. 

Those incumbents have been seeking qualified 
candidates to run for their seats and have found 
about as much interest as Mayor Mann has in 
running for president of AFSCME Local 800. I 
am very concerned that the election scene in 
Newton in 1983 may look a lot more like 1981 than 
1977, 

This is profoundly disturbing because opposi- 
tion, or at least the threat of opposition, is a key 
element in keeping elected officials involved 
with, and responsive to, their constituencies. 

Of course no constituency and no voter should 
ever be taken for granted by any elected official. 
But the reality is that elected officials who do not 
face opposition in their re-election efforts simply 
do not feel the ultimate cutting edge of 
democracy - the need to face the voters 
periodically to defend one’s performance in of- 
fice, 

Contested elections at every level of govern- 
ment - local, as well as state and national - are 
the ultimate safeguard of self-government. 

Are there things that can be done to generate 
more interest in running for office in Newton? 
One possibility is for an organization such as the 
Newton League of Women Voters to sponsor an 
Open session on “Running for Local Office in 
Newton.” 

The purpose of that session would be to 
educate people on the functions of the Board of 
Aldermen and the School Committee, the time 
commitments involved, the salary and/or other 
financial benefits pertaining to the offices, the 
legal requirements relating to running for public 
office, and the ins and outs of campaigning for 
local public office in Newton, 

As speakers, the session might appropriately 
use members of the Board of Aldermen and 
School Committee; Alan Licarie, executive 
secretary of the Newton Election Commission; 
and perhaps some people who have managed 
campaigns for local office in Newton. 

The hope is that such a session would de- 
mystify the subject of running for public office in 
Newton and thus draw more candidates into the 
electoral arena, 

The fear is that the session would be no better 
attended than a typical aldermanic budget 
meeting or that a recital of the time com 
mitments would send those present streaming 
for the exits 

At least this proposal seems worth trying. But 
it must be tried soon, Nomination papers will be 
available May 2 and must be filed by July 19

Neighbor Timothy J. Dacey told the aldermen 
they were failing to recognize ‘‘a dangerous 
situation’’ posed by traffic coming out of the 
development onto Prospect Street. 

Rosenberg said his clients had already ad- 
dressed the situation and designed a wider 
driveway that would increase visibility and 
allow cars to turn around in the lot so they will 
not be backing out into the street.

Liquor license 
lifted at’

NEWTON For the first time 
in history, a local ‘“‘tavern’’ has 
been shut-off from serving liquor, 
and two package stores temporari- 
ly have lost their licenses. 

Licensing Commission members 
meeting on Tuesday at City Hall, 
described the premises of Bran- 
don’s, at 398 Watertown St., as a 
forbidden “tavern” and will allow 
its liquor license to expire. Com- 
mission members believe it is the 
first such suspension ever invok 

Getting slapped wi ay 
license suspension for selling beer 
to a minor, was the Cumberland 
Farms store at 69 Waltham St. 

Before the commission for the se- 
cond time in a year for selling li- 
quor to a minor was the Grocery 
Garrison at 376 California St. The 
commission voted to suspend its 
license for 12 days. 

“It’s time for Licensing Commis- 
sions to start coming down rd on 
violators,”’ said the commission’s 
administrator Carleton Merrill. 

Brandon’s license was suspended 
indefinetly because the establish- 
ment failed to show evidence of be- 
ing a restaurant, according to Mer- 
rill, 

“Our inspections showed no 
menus or postings for food service, 
indicating no food was available,” 
said Merrill. Newton requires food 
to be served by any liquor-license 
holder. 

The installation of a microwave 
oven and a refrigerator by Bran- 
don’s failed to satisfy the state’s 
definition of a restaurant, ac- 
cording to the commission. 


An April 1 inspection of the 
establishment showed it lacked a 
kitchen and an adequate dining 
area, said Merrill. Brandon’s was 
given numerous opportunities since 
it opened in 1979 to meet Newton’s 
standards, he added. 


“We are going to insist on quality

Brandon’s manager, William 
Brandon, did not object to the 
suspension and his lawyer, Stephen 
Buchbinder, confirmed the com- 
mission’s findings. 

“We appreciate the consideration 
the commission has shown. 
Mr.Brandon has had many per- 
sonal and financial problems and 
he cannot continue to operate,” 
said Buchbinder. 

Brandon and his lawyer indicated 


he has plans for selling the 
business, and they drew a word of 
caution from a commission 


member. 

‘We want prospective buyers to 
know we will never tolerate a 
similar situation,’ said commis- 
sion member Martina Jackson, 

Regarding the six-day suspension 
of its license, Cumberland Farms’ 
lawyer said, ‘‘We have been at the 
location for 22 years and this is the 
first time we had a violation.” 

“The problem I see is that you 
are in a vulnerable location (the 
store borders Waltham) and at- 
tract a lot of young people,”’ said 
Licensing Commission member 
Jackson. 

Merrill said he set up 
surveillance of the store after an in- 
formant told him minors were be- 
ing sold beer at the location. 

“I take such information with a 
grain of salt, but I do follow up on 
any allegations,”’ said Merrill. 

Newton Police Officer Gary 
Bearfield checked the driver’s 
identification card of a Waltham 
youth leaving the Grocery Garrison 
with a six-pack of beer and found 
the youth under 20. 

The officer noted the youth was 
not carded by store personne! at the 
time of the sale. 

“If you don’t card everyone who 
appears under age 25 it will cause 
you problems,’’ said Merrill, 
chastising Robert Garrison, the 
owner of the store. 

Both the Cumberland Farms 
lawyer and owner of the Grocery 
Garrison admitted their store per-

Teacher layoff 
dates moved

NEWTON The deadline for 
potential layoff notices to Newton 
teachers was extended from April 
30 to May 15 by the School Commit- 
tee Monday night after the 
teachers’ union agreed on the ex-

The committee delayed any 
reduction in force (RIF) notices in 
order to further study the teachers’ 
contract and decide on an ap- 
propriate selection process for

But Strand has stressed that 
layoff notices are not tantamount to 
dismissal, but instead give the 
department room to layoff more 
teachers if necessary. 


Committee Chairperson Nancy 
Mann said the committee wants “‘to 
be sure we fully understand the ap- 
plication of the contract language”’ 
in regard to the teachers who would 
receive notices. 


She said the criteria in the con- 
tract for layoffs are length of ser- 
vice, length of service in a 
discipline, the needs of the school 
system, certification of the in-

She said the decision process was

The positions open are assistant 
superintendent for curriculum, 
director of secondary education

Strand said he has received a 
number of resumes for the posi- 
tions, some from as far away as 
California, and after a ‘‘complete, 
initial screening,’’ will invite 10-12 
candidates for each job for inter- 
views in early May.

Strand described as ‘‘advisory”’ on- 
ly. The committee for the assistant 
Supervisor will be made up of staff 
members of the Division of Pro- 
gramming, teachers and interested 
parents. The committees for each 
of the director jobs will be made up 
of principals from the respective 
departments. 

The candidates will then undergo 
interviews with Strand and other 
members of the central staff, and 
then Strand said he will administer 
a written test made up of 
“hypothetical problems’ that oc- 
cur in a school system. 

Strand said he then will meet 
with the selection committees, and 
then recommend two candidates 
for each position to the School Com- 
mittee for its interview with them. 
The committee would them vote on 
the candidate that Strand recom- 
mends for the job. 

He stressed the importance of the 
written test because he said he 
wants to see how well the applicant 
thinks in a short period of time, and 








to see how well the 
writes, 

Committee member Marcia Mit- 
chell objected to the written test, 
saying there was a ‘question of 
fairness" in administering a writ- 
ten test at the ‘tend of stressful in- 
terviews,”’ 

Strand replied that he “louks at 
the problem in reverse."’ He said he 
wants to see the applicants perform 
under a ‘mild’ amount of stress, 
and added that four hours was a 
“reasonable” amount of time for 
the candidates to spend in inter- 
views and testing. 

The written test, Strand said, will 
present three hypothetical pro- 
blems that the applicant might face 
in the job, including one dealing 
with curriculum, another with a 
Staffing problem and the third in- 
volving community relations 

He added that the size of the 
selection committees for the direc- 
tors’ jobs will be between four and 
seven, while the assistant super- 
visor's selection committee will

SOUTH AFRICA 


Kruger National Park, South Africa — located 300 miles nor 
theast of nesburg — is one of the largest 
known, game parks in all of Africa, It is larger than \

awarded $260,350 in 1982 


NEWTON — According to a report received by 
Carleton P. Merrill, veteran’s agent for the City 
of Newton, from John Lopes, deputy commis- 
sioner of the Dept. of Veterans’ Services, the 
Veterans Administration made annual awards to 
Newton veterans and dependents of veterans 
totaling $260,350.49 for the year ending 1982. 

The Summary Report received indicates that 
these new awards were for annual pension or 
compensation, $223,024.25, for retroactive 
awards $36,604.24 and for burial benefits $722. 

Citing the increase in activity within the Dept. 
of Veteran’s Services with Veterans Administra- 
tion service work, Merrill said this most recent 
report indicates an increase of $51,442.11 over the 
report received for the period ending 1981. 

According to the Bureau of Census the 
veterans population in Newton totals 12,543 with 
the Veterans Administration expending a total of 
$7,268,218 in federal benefits to Newton veterans 
and dependents of veterans. 

The City of Newton is exceeded only by Boston, 
Worcester, New Bedford, Springfield, Cam- 
bridge, Lowell and Quincy in terms of total VA 
benefits received by veterans and dependents of 
veterans according to expenditure data released 
by the VA. 

Merrill anticipates that the service work per- 
formed by the Newton Department of Veterans’ 
Services will continue to increase since the 
average age for World War I veteran is 85.7 
years, the average age for World War II 
veterans is 60.9 years, the average age for 
Korean War veterans is 49.8 years and for the 

Vietnam War veteran 33.6 years. 
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“As the age of the veteran population in- 
creases, more requests are made in respect to 
the possible entitlement to federal benefits from 
the Veterans Administration,” states Merrill. 

“While we continue to administer the program 
of the M iusetts Department of Veterans’ 
Services, we are pleased to also be able to offer 
assistance to Newton citizens on matters per- 
taining to Veterans Administration benefit en- 
titlements.”’

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Tigers’ Boule stifles Natick 


NATICK — After scoring a total 
of two runs in the first two games, 
the Newton North baseball team 
has put 21 runs on the scoreboard in 
its last two games. 

The Tiger batters pounded out 12 
hits Saturday afternoon to wallop 
defending Division I South Sec- 
tional Champion Natick, 9-2, at 
Mahan Field in a non-league mat- 
chup. 

It all seems to be coming together 
for the Tigers, who have won two 
straight contests in convincing 
fashion. Newton North pitching has 
also shined in the last three outings. 

Junior righthander Dave Boule 
overcame a bit of a shakey start in 
the first inning to go the distance 
for his first victory of the season. 
Boule pitched nine innings (Natick 
is in the Bay State League and Bay 
State League teams play nine inn- 
ing games) scattering six hits and 
striking out three batters. 

“David has the best stuff on the 
staff,’’ said Newton North coach 
Dick Walker, whose team improv- 
ed its record to 2-2 on the year. ‘‘He 
had a little concentration problem 
early, but he settled down 
beautifully to pitch a great game. 

“The thing I’m happy to see is 
that the team has improved with 
every game,” said Walker. ‘You 
have to remember this is a young 
team but they’ve been getting bet- 
ter and better with each outing.” 


Boule had a little trouble with his 
control in’an opening game loss at 
Walpole. He started out strong 
against Natick by striking out the 
first batter, but he walked the next 
two men. The Redmen scored an 
unearned run in the first inning, but 
Boule hung tough and pitched out of 
his only real jam of the day. He 
walked only one batter after the 
first inning. 


The Tigers took advantage of 
Natick errors to take a 3-1 lead in 
the top of the second inning. With 
two out and nobody on, Boule sing!- 
ed. Newton North’s Ed Natale and 
Will Hays followed with walks to 
load the bases. Chris Coen tied the 
score when he walked to force in 
Boule. 

Chris Pachus then lofted a popup 
halfway down the first baseline, 
which dropped in as Natick’s pit- 
cher, first baseman and catcher 
gathered around it. Two runs cross- 
ed the plate before Pachus was cut 





down trying to go to second to end 
the inning. 

The 3-1 lead stood until the 
seventh when Newton scored on an 
RBI-single by Chip Guiney. Natick 
cut the lead to two again in the bot- 
tom of the inning, but the Tigers 
settled the matter with five runs in 
the final two innings. 

In the three-run eighth shortstop 
Glenn LeGault, who played a 
strong game in the field, smacked a 
double to lead off. Ben Adner was 
hit by a pitch and Boule drove in 
LeGault with a double to left center 
field. Natale and Hays hit back-to- 
back RBI-singles. 

In the ninth inning, Hays drove in 
another run with a single and Coen 
brought in the final Newton run by 
hitting a sacrifice fly. LeGault and 
Adner led off the ninth with base 
hits. 

The Tigers were to have begun 
the Suburban League campaign 
this afternoon at home against 
Brockton. 

Following the game, Newton 
North received the Jeff Jones 
Award for winning. The Jones 
Award is presented annually to the 
winner of the Newton North-Natick 
game. Jones was a former baseball 
coach at Newton from the mid-30's 
to 1947, 

Newton North baseball coach 
Dick Walker is a patient man and 
last Thursday afternoon his pa- 
tience was rewarded. 

The Tigers were trailing, 4-2, go- 
ing into their half of the fifth inning 
against Lincoln-Sudbury. In the 
first four innings, Newton North 
stranded 10 runners on base, but 
Walker didn’t push any panic but- 
ton. He simply had faith in his 
team. 

The Tigers responded by erup- 
ting for eight runs in the fifth inning 
to take a 10-4 lead en route to a 12-5 
victory in a non-league contest at 
Howard L. Ferguson Field. 

For Walker it was his first 
coaching victory at Newton North.

Nathanson excels at man’s game

NEWTON — Mitch Nathanson is 
making it difficult to separate the 
men from the boys. 

At 15, it is safe to call the Newton 
South sophomore a boy. But what 
do you call him when he races 
through the Men’s Division of the 
American Amatuer Racquetball 
Association's Northeast Regional 
championship? 

You could start by calling him 
champ. 

By winning the Men’s A Division 
at last weekend’s regional competi- 
tion at the Game Point Racquetball 
Club in Plymouth, Mitch earned a 
berth in the National Champion- 
ships in Houston on the Memorial 
Day weekend. He is the youngest 
Regional Champion ever. 

The A Division is the third 
highest of four levels on the rac- 
quetball circuit. Players start out 
at the C level and move up with a 
win at the lower level. The top level 
is the Open Division, which 
features the best players in the 
country, While Mitch enters Open 
competition, his best performances 
have come in the A Division, 

Despite his supremacy in the 
Men's Divisions, as a 15-year-old 
Mitch is still eligible for junior (16 
and under) play, Ironically, Mitch 


has yet to conquer the junior world, 
as 16-year-old Cliff Swain, an ac- 
complished Men's Open player, has 
reigned for the two years. 

Despite Swain’s presence, the 
Mitch was named teh 
Massachusetts Junior Racquetball 
Sportsman of the Year for the 1982 
season, which ends with the na- 
tionals in late May. 

The juniors are divided into 16- 
and-under and 14-and-under com- 
petition, with players’ playing ages 
figured as of January 1, as with 
horse racing. Mitch had dominated 
the 14-and-under group, moving to 
the older group only this January. 

He will get his chance at Cliff 
Swain next month in the Northeast 
Regional Junior Championships. 
The two have met only once before, 
with Swain taking a 15-2, 15-13 deci- 
sion. But this time, the match 
should be closer. 

According to state AARA Direc- 
tor Bob Miano, Mitch is “rapidly 
approaching Cliff Swain.” 

Despite the almost two-year age 
difference, ‘‘Mitch is less than six 
months behind Cliff,’’ Miano said. 

Mitch's meteoric rise in racquet- 
ball is astonishing in light of the 
fact that he only started playing 
two years ago. He started off slow- 
ly, but by last October had advanc- 
ed to the A Division. 

Mitch might have one advantage 









over some of the other players in 
his division—he lives with his coach, 
Nate Nathanson, who also happens 
to be his father and advisor in rac- 
quetball affairs. 

Mitch practices twice weekly at 
the Wallbangers Club in Norwell, 
under the watchful eye of club 
manager Dennis Aceto, who also 
happens to be an accomplished 
Open player himself. As of last 
November, Aceto had been ranked 
near the top of the men’s standings. 
Tronically, on the way to a tourna- 
ment win, he knocked Mitch off ina 
semi-final match. 

Another member of Mitch’s en- 
tourage is Nick Maggio, an AARA 
member and an advisor to Mitch. 
He also helps sponsor Mitch, as the 
costs of getting to some tour- 
naments can be prohibitive. Such is 
the case for the Houston tourna- 
ment. 


Mitch doesn’t limit his athletic 
dominationto racquetball, 
however. As a pitcher for the 
Abruzzi Club in the Newton Inter- 
national Twilight baseball league 
last season, Mitch went 7-0, He also 
happens to be an accomplished 
video game player. 

The racquetball world may not be 
able to decide if Mitch Nathanson is 
man or boy, but one thing's certain- 
-he's a winner,

Kelsey, Henry Anson 
Buttz, Professor of 
Christian, Emeritus, at 
Drew University, is 
credited by many for 
being a profound in 
fluence on the young 
King when the future 
civil rights leader was 
a student at Morehouse 
College in Georgia 
A native of Colum- 
bus, Ga., Kelsey began 
his teaching c or as 
a member of the 
Morehouse faculty, 
serving as professor of 
religion and philosophy 
from 1938 to 1945 and 
director of the School 
of Religion from 1945- 
48. It was during these 
years that Kelsey’ 
“profound 
as King’s ‘favorite 
cher... whose 
ast resources of 
knowledge, depth of 
thinking and winning 
personality..."’, helped 
to shape King's 
thoughts. 















Kelsey is 
credited with a: 
King in coming to 
terms with the troubled 
skepticism caused by 
the discrepency bet- 
ween King’s earlier 
fundamental instruc- 
tion and what he was 
learning in history and 
philosophy. 


In his course on the 
Bible, Kelsey challeng- 
ed King, in King’s own 
words, “‘to see that 
behind the legends and 
myths of the Book were 
many profound truths 
which one could not 
escape.” 











In 1948 Kelsey joined 
the staff of the Federal 
Council of Churches as 
associate secretary in 
the field department, 
continuing in the same 
post in the National 
Council of Churches 
from 1950-52. In 1952, 
he became a member 
of the faculty at Drew 
University.

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Kennel owner says he is the target of police harassment

CAMBRIDGE A 35-year-old 
Newton man who is suing the city 
and some Newton Police officers 
for alleged harassment says he and 
his animal-control service have 
been targeted by the police because 
of ‘professional jealously.” 

Michael DeLuca, the animal- 
control director of Metropolitan 
Assisatnce Aids (MAA), a greater- 
Boston ‘‘non-profit’’ organization 
running a kennel in Newton, claims 
he has been “‘threatened’’ and 
‘harassed’? by members of the 
Police Department’s animal- 
control division. 

In an interview last week, 
DeLuca charged that one of the 
Police Department’s animal- 
control officers told him, “I want 
you out of Newton and I’m sick and 












paying taxes.’’ DeLuca claims 
another Newton animal-control of 
ficer recently told him, ‘I’m going 
to get you,”’ indicating the officer 
was going to put DeLuca out of 
business in Newton. 

DeLuca, who says he gave up his 
kennel license two y

“We got it (back) because we 
were going to start taking dogs into 
Newton again,’ DeLuca said, ad- 
ding MAA places dogs from other 
communties at the Newton kennel 
when other facilities get over- 
crowded.

At present Cope has no intention of retiring 
her camera.

‘City Sprees’ lead to special learning

NEWTON — They are excited. They 
pull books out, looking for favorites such 
as “Annie,” “‘Grimm’s Fairy Tales’ 
and ‘‘Star Wars.”’ And yet for this group 
of students, there is a special meaning 
and pride in this trip to the New 
England Mobile Book Fair. 

Mildly to moderately retarded, the 
eight students, ranging in age from 11 to 
13%, have worked hard for this trip. 
They have discussed the meaning of 
money, practiced traffic safety and 
have each chosen a partner. 

At first everyone is quiet, looking at 
the shelves. Soon the conversation 
begins. 

“Do you know where ‘Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs are?" asks one 
student. 

“How about Paddington Bear?” asks 
another, 

Already holding one book, Kerri 
MacLellan picks up another and strolls 
toward instructor Maureen Conboy. 
“Maureen, Maureen, can! get two?” 

“Kerri, you know the rules. Everyone 
gets only one. You'll have to make a 
decision,” 

“T know," she sighs and walks away. 

“Part of our role here is helping the 
kids to understand the importance of 
rules,’ states Conboy. “We're also 
stressing appropriate behavior in the 
community, because this is where the 
kids will spend most of their lives.”’ 

Sponsored by the Newton Community 
Schools and funded partially by the 
Perpetual Benevolent fund, the trip to 
the Book Fair is one of 18 excursions 
planned to various locations. Entitled 
“City Sprees,’’ the program meets after 
school every Tuesday and Thursday 
afternoon at the Oak Hill Elementary 
School. Tuesday afternoons are spent 
practicing skills that will be needed for 
‘Thursday afternoon trips. 

Excursions this year include visits to 
a bakery, a florist, a hairdresser, a 
grocery store, the library, an MBTA 
trip and lunch at several restaurants. 
Specific goals include food preparation, 
traffic safety, coin recognition and ap- 
propriate behavior in community set-

tings. 

“What we try to stress is age- 
appropriate interaction,’ notes instruc- 
tor Terri Kaiser. *‘For example, several 
of the students are very friendly and 
will hug a complete stranger. In that 
situation, we talk about shaking hands, 
about saying, ‘it’s nice to meet you’, in- 
stead of overwhelming the stranger.” 

Beth Brown, special needs coor- 
dinator and classroom teacher for the 
children during the day, agrees. 
nrough the City Sprees program, 
academic vocational and societal skills 
complement one another. The program 
takes the concepts we study during the 
day and transfers them to real life situa- 
tions. For example, I can talk about the 
value of a nickel, and then the students 
themselves practice using the money 
that afternoon,”’ 

When asked about parent involve- 
ment, Brown was clear. “If it weren't 
for the parents, there wouldn't be a ‘City 
Sprees’ program. In addition to plann- 
ing and evaluating the trips, the parents 
are very supportive of each other and 
their children."” 

City Sprees coordinators Carol Beard 
and Linda McGurk are committed to a 
realistic and hopeful future for their 
children. 

“IT have no illusions,’’ states Carol 
Beard, mother of 13-year-old twins Lin- 
coln and Forrest. “I know the road 
ahead will be difficult for the boys. And 
yet I want them to be part of the com- 
munity and to have some way, however 





limited, of doing something with their 
lives, but I suspect they will always 
need strong support systems.” 

Linda McGurk, mother of 12-year-old 
Eden, agrees. ‘‘I want Eden to be as in- 
dependent as possible, hopefully func- 
tioning well in the community. Society 
will be tolerant as long as certain stan- 
dards are respected.”” 

Both mothers find themselves prepar- 
ing their children for that eventual 
separation faced by all parents. 

“You know that you're not going to 
live forevr,’’ says Carol Beard quietly. 
“You know that the boys will never be 
completely on their own, and yet it is the 
unusual parents who can provide total 
financial support for their children long 
after they are gone."’ 

“Even if we could live to be 100, it 
wouldn’t be the best thing for our kids,”’ 
adds Linda McGurk, ‘And I don’t want 
my other children raising Eden after 
I’m gone. They will have their own 
lives. I hope they will maintain close 
family ties, but Eden needs her own life 
for herself.”’ 

Both parents see their work with ‘City 
Sprees’ as contributing to the develop- 
ment of such lifetime independence for 
their children, 

“We want to get the kids more com 
fortable in a less structured environ- 
ment - to be able to respond well to com- 
munity surroundings,” says Beard. 

McGurk concurs: ‘We also hope the 
community will benefit from its interac- 
tion with the kids.”’ 

At the New England Mobile Book 
Fair, the children find themselves 
makig those contributions unknowingly. 

“Here are your books, kids,"’ says the 
cashier. “Thank you,’’ they answer, 
happy with their selections and proud of 
their accomplishment. 

“When are you coming back?” asks 
the staff. 

The children don’t know. They shake 
their heads and leave, practicing safety 
rules in the parking lot. Holding onto 
their partners’ hands, they begin asking 
questions about their next trip.

NEWTONVILLE There is an alternative for North High School 
students who are yearning for a new experience or something other than 
routine classes in their final year of school 

Transition,” an alternat program at North for the last seven years, 
allows seniors to forego classes in the second half of their last year and 
participate in a three-phase work program. 

During phase one, students are required to work without pay for 30 
hours a week for four weeks in a social service organization, such as a 
hospital, da center or school 

Transition’s second phase requires students to participate in an urban 
developement project which should give them an understanding of a cur- 
rent issue. The final work program allows students to explore their career 
choices. 

“We try to get students to choose their own jobs,” said June Namias, 
one of the two Transition instructors, ‘We encourage them to look at 
fields that interest them.” 

The students completed their final internship two weeks ago. Several of 
this year’s 25 students said they were happy with their jobs and enthusiat- 
sic about the entire program. 

Peter Kadisnosf, 18, said working at Greenpeace in Boston has 
strengthened his desire to seek a career in environmental science. 

‘The work I do here is office work. I wouldn't want to do it as an occupa- 
tion,”’ Kadisnosf said, ‘But I’m learning a lot about the environment 
toxic waste, wildlife — lots of different things.” 






































Kadisnosf, of Newton Centre, was attending a private school last year 
but felt that he “wasn’t growing.” So Kadisnosf transferred to North, 
where he learned about the transition program from other students. 






‘They recommended it highly,” he said. 


Kadisnosf said he is glad he enrolled in the program because “I'm lear- 
ning a lot more than I could have if I was in school.” Kadisnosf added that 
his social life has improved since becoming good friends with other Tran- 
sition students. 


Josh Lavine, 17, described his Transition experience as “incredible.” 


“It's worked out quite well. I got the chance to do a lot of things that I 
wouldn’t have otherwise,’ said Lavine, who sisted a Boston

assist hearing impaired 


WEST NEWTON The Newton Police 
Department has installed a new device in Police 
Headquarters which will enable hearing im- 
paired people to more easily communicate with 
police. 

The device is the SSI-220 Telecommunications 
unit for the deaf, known as TDD. 

“This device,’ said Chief William Quinn, 
“gives deaf and hard of hearing people a way to 
communicate directly with police in a manner 
not much more difficult than people with normal 
hearing are now able to do.” 

Former School Committee member Sandra 
Fleishman and her husband, Jac, parents of a 
hearing-impaired child, were instrumental in in- 
troducing the existence of the TDD, and the fact 
that there are some 30 Newton homes using 
them, to Chief Quinn. 

Through the efforts of Newton Centre 
businessman Edward Mandell, the funds were 
raised among members of the Newton Centre 
Business Association and the TDD was purchas- 
ed and installed at Police Headquarters on 
Washington STreet. 

Quinn said the TDD is fully operational and 
anyone with a TDD unit may now call the police 
directly by dialing 552-7240, or in the case of an 
emergency, by dialing 911. 

The chief also said anyone with TDD’s in 
neighborhing communities whose police depart 
ments do not have this device can call the 
Newton Police and the message will be forward- 
ed to their police departments. 














Residents outside Newton should be aware 
that they will not reach the Newton Police 
Department by dialing 911 and must use the 
7240 number. 

The SSI-220 is operated much like a tyewriter 
and the caller types a message which is received 
at the police department in a computer display 
fashion. It can also operate with a “hard cop) 
paper printout. 

Chief Quinn said last week that hearing im- 
paired people who are interested in acquiring a 
TDD can contact the telephone company for 
more information special telephone discount 
is available to those who use these phones. 

In addition to the contact with other people or 
other agencies, such as the Newton Police, a deaf 
person can call the National Crisis Center for the 
Deaf in Charlottesville, Va. at 1-800-446-98' 
with someone available at that number 24 hours 
aday. 

This will allow hearing impaired people to 
receive help with such problems as sudden il- 
Iness or injury, ambulance service, poison in- 
formation or counselling. 

Most of the services are also available by call- 
ing the Newton Police. 

Chief Quinn added, ‘‘Hopefully the TDD opens 
up a whole new world for hearing impaired peo- 
ple, especially in the area of reliability on the 
fact that emergency help,if needed, is now just a 
phone call away. This should lend to these people 
a much greater sense of security in their daily 
lives,”
